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What Next 
in Europe? 


SEVERAL times recently, in Tomor- 
row’s News, my respected colleague Mr. 
Carter has sounded a note of alarm with 
regard to 1952, which, it seems to be 
generally agreed among astrologers, will 
be a dangerous year. But of course we 
should all like to know what to be alarmed 
about, if anything, and so it seems worth 
while to investigate the problem from 
another angle as well, and to see whether 
predictions based on the sidereal solar re- 
turns of politicians and states will agree 
with Mr. Carter’s predictions from the 
more conventional mundane charts. 

I must mention, however, that in the 
sidereal zodiac there is no point, so far 
as we know, in erecting charts for the 
entry of the Sun into the twelve constel- 
lations; the usual chart for the Sun’s 
entry into Aries derives its importance 
not from the commencement of the sign 
Aries but from being the chart for the 
equinox, just as the Sun’s entry into 
Cancer is important not because Cancer 
begins then, but because of the solstice. 
These solsticial and equinoctial charts 
will therefore be equally important in 
either zodiac, the only difference being 
that generally the rulerships of the houses 
will be changed. 

Let us begin by looking at Germany, 
which is likely to be the storm-centre of 
Europe. Very conveniently the horo- 
scopes of Dr. Adenauer and of the 
Federal West-German Republic were 
published in American Astrology Mag- 
azine for March last, and usefully ana- 
lyzed by Mr. Davison. As regards Dr. 
Adenauer, I feel confident that the horo- 
scope is genuine and fairly accurate, since 
it adequately explains the two imprison- 
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ments referred to by Mr. Davison; and 
we can therefore expect it to give us at 
least a partial picture of Dr. Adenauer’s 
future. 

But if we calculate his solar returns 
for the next three years we find the fol- 
lowing curious: concatenation of influ- 
ences: Mars natal is in 28.42 Aquarius 
Sidereal; the MC for 1951-2 falls in 25 
Aquarius; the Ascendant for 1952-3 in 
29 Leo; and the MC for 1953-4 in 29 
Leo. Thus the natal Mars falls right on 
an angle for three successive years. This 
is certainly alarming; and yet there is 
something consoling about it at the same 
time, for if the Russian steam-roller were 
going to flatten out the whole of western 
Europe one would expect its progress to 
be more rapid than this suggests ; and one 
would think that Dr. Adenauer would 
very quickly cease to be a figure of any 
importance. 

Now let us go for comparison to the 
horoscope of the Federal West-German 
Republic—a chart which is presumably 
accurate since it is set for midnight, Ger- 
many Daylight-Saving Time, the moment 
of legal constitution of the Republic. Here 
we find a very remarkable confirmation of 
the Mars-diathesis of Dr. Adenauer’s 
chart. In the sidereal solar return for May 
1951 the midheaven falls on Mars natal, 
with Sun conjunction Mars in the tenth; 
in the 1952-3 solar return the Ascendant 
falls in 7 Libra with Mars in 8.47 Libra 
opposite Jupiter in 11.38 Aries; and in 
the 1953-4 return the MC falls opposite 
Mars natal, while Uranus exactly sets! 

This agreement is truly remarkable, but 
what does it portend? It does not neces- 
sarily portend an international war; for 
it seems to mean some kind of Martial 
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activity which will not bring Dr. Ade- 
nauer’s tenure of office to an end until, 
most probably, September or December 
1953; and by the same token will allow 
the West-German Republic to survive at 


least that long. It seems quite possible . 


that it may mean a form of civil way be- 
tween East and West Germany, a series 
of intermittent skirmishings, or a “limited 
war” of some kind; what is more, it does 
not seem that this state of affairs will end 
until about 1954, and I am not at present 
prepared to say how it will end. 

Adenauer’s Ascendant for 1954 again 
falls on Mars natal, but this does not ac- 
tually prove that he will still be in power ; 
the month of September 1953 may be a 
dangerous and violent one for him, and 
I do not think he can survive in office 
longer than the second half of December 
1953 at the outside—though this is not 
to say that he is certain to last so long. 

But to return a little nearer to the 
present; both our charts suggest violent 
events or civil war in Germany in this 
present year. When are these troubles 
likely to begin? The lunar returns for the 
West-German Republic are consistently 
Martian from the end of June onwards, 
so much so that it is difficult to know 
when to expect an outbreak. The end of 
July is dangerous, so is the end of 
September, but the most dangerous period 
of all is the four weeks beginning on 
November 11th; at that time, if not 
sooner, I am afraid we must expect some 
form of armed conflict in Germany which 
will probably continue into 1952. 

The next step, of course, is to see 
whether France will be involved; for if 
not, there will be good reason to think 
that the trouble may be confined to Ger- 
many. A horoscope for the French 
Fourth Republic was published in Ameri- 
can Astrology Magazine for January 
1951, the data being taken from Les 
Cahiers Astrologiques. 

I say “a horoscope” because the Fourth 
Republic took so long to come legally into 
being that one cannot feel entirely cer- 
tain of the moment of its birth; I possess 
an alternative chart set for May 15, 1945, 
at 4:25 p.m., but officially the new con- 
stitution did not begin to work com-

pletely until the election of President 
Auriol on January 16, 1947. I should ad- 
vise the reader, therefore, to note, rather 
than to believe, the predictions derived 
from this chart, since it is too new to be 
authenticated by past events. Also we are 
all inclined to believe too easily statements 
which appear in print. 

This horoscope is not a good one for 
a State or government, for the simple but 
amply sufficient reason that Uranus op- 
poses the midheaven, indicating _ that 
sooner or later the constitution will be 
overthrown. A good many years may 
elapse before this happens, or not so 
many, there is no telling from the natal 
chart alone; but, if the chart is valid, 
the end is certain, and will not be pre- 
vented by the very close conjunction of 
the Sun and Jupiter in the southwest. As 
every astrologer knows, it is useless to 
choose for any enterprise a day when the 
Sun is conjunction Jupiter, and then al- 
low the conjunction to fall into an in- 
significant house. 

Now it so happens that the solar re- 
turn for the present year, until October 
1951, is an exceedingly adverse one. Mars 
in 0:53 Sagittarius is conjunction the MC 
in 5 Sagittarius, opposition the Moon in 
4:27 Gemini, and both are square to 
Saturn, who in 3:50 Virgo afflicts the 
Ascendant in 4 Pisces! Further, Uranus 
in 15:15 Gemini opposes the natal Moon 
in 14:02 Sagittarius, and will transit her 
at the beginning of June. This could only 
be worse if the Sun were afflicted, which 
fortunately it is not; so there is still hope. 
But, assuming the natus to be valid, a crit- 
ical period must be expected in the four 
weeks following May 23rd, for not only 
does Uranus then transit the Moon, but 
the lunar return shows Saturn on the 
midheaven and the Sun setting conjunc- 
tion Mars. If the Republic survives, it 
will enter calmer waters in 1952, for the 
solar revolution shows Jupiter in Pisces 
on the midheaven ; but I repeat that these 
predictions should be taken rather as a 
means of testing the validity of the Re- 
public’s horoscope than as a guide to ac- 
tion—though it might be wiser to avoid 
visiting France in early June, just in 
case. 
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President Auriol 

For confirmation, or the reverse, we 
can take a look at the horoscope of Presi- 
dent Auriol, who was born about 6 p.m. 
on August 27, 1884, at Revel (Haute- 
Garonne, 43° 27’ N, 2° 0’ E). This hour 
of birth is of course only the approxi- 
mate hour officially registered at the 
mairic, but President Auriol’s past his- 
tory indicates that it is not far wrong; 
if anything it should be a little earlier, 
but not later. 

President Auriol was elected for a 
7-year term on Jan. 16, 1947; if therefore 
there is any real danger of war, or of the 
constitution being violated, it should show 
in his horoscope. ; 

Unfortunately his chart for this present 
year (until August) is a bad one; Mars is 
on the midheaven, Uranus sets, and the

Moon is in opposition to the natal Uranus. 
It must be noted that the afflicting planets 
are Mars and Uranus, not Saturn and 
Neptune ; this does not suggest any weak- 
ness on the part of the native, but rather 
military action, strikes, and violent out- 
breaks ; the overthrow of the constitution 
is less likely. 

As we know, France has been at war 
in Indo-China under this revolution, so 
we need not necessarily expect anything 
worse in that line. But the lunar return 
for* May 21st shows the Moon on the 


midheaven opposite to a close conjunc- 
tion of the Sun and Mars, and this con- 
firms the diagnosis of the Republic horo- 
scope. Mars of course can mean violence 
at home no less than war abroad, and his 
position on the fourth cusp seems to indi- 
cate the former. 

Now Auriol has an excellent return for 
his birtliday in August 1952, but for the 
previous year he has the Moon conjunc- 
tion Mars opposite the midheaven. Again 
Saturn and Neptune are not conspicuous, 
so I am not tempted to predict the end of 
his term of office. The proper chart from 
which to predict such an event would be 
the chart for his election as president, the 
hour of which I do not possess. The per- 
sonal horoscope of a public man always 
reflects public events as they affect him- 
self rather than as they affect the country, 
and so we cannot take the indications as 
literally as we would do in the horoscope 
of a State orsof an official installation in 
office. Further, the indications of Auriol’s 
personal horoscope do not agree very well 
with those of our Fourth-Republic chart 
on some points. 

In general therefore, it does appear 
likely that France will continue to be in- 
volved in warlike action of some kind 
from now until at least September 1952; 
but there is some reason to hope that by 
about the end of that year the worst will 
be over, at any rate for France. 

Our investigations of France and Ger- 
many have both shown warlike tendencies 
in the summer of 1951. From the dura- 
tion of these it does not look as though 
atomic warfare were to be expected in 
Europe—perhaps rather something like a 
Korean war in Germany. To confirm this 
let us look at the prospects for Britain. 

More comfort can be drawn by astrol- 
ogers from the natal chart of King George 
VI than from that of any other head of 
a State; for he has Jupiter right on the 
midheaven, and sidereally speaking in the 
very degree of its exaltation, with Venus 
rising in her own constellation Libra; and 
just as Hitler’s horoscope foretold to us 
years beforehand that he would come 
to a bad end, so that of George VI tells 
us that so long as he reigns Britain will 
not go under. 

We have also the horoscope for his 
accession, which took place at 1:52 p.m. 
GMT, December 11, 1936. I have used 
Porphyry house-division for this chart, 
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Accession Of 
KING GEORGE VI 


since it makes it easier to see; and it will 
be noticed that the midheaven (22:44 
Sagittarius) falls on the midpoint of 
Venus and Jupiter (22:03 Sagittarius), 
thus confirming the good indications of 
the natus. 

The validity of this chart is vouched 
for by the solar returns for war and 
peace in 1939 and 1945: that for war 
showed tht Ascendant falling full on the 
natal Mars, with Mars solar in the first 
house, and Saturn setting; that for peace 
showed the midheaven falling on Venus 
both natal and solar. 


The solar return for the present year 
is unfortunately a warlike one, and it is 
difficult to know whether more is meant 
than the war in Korea. The lunar returns 
are rather dangerous round about the end 
of June, and in August. 

On the other hand the solar return for 
the following year, which comes into 
force in December, is much less warlike. 
Under this revolution the king is expected 
to visit Australia. Astrologically speak- 
ing the time could have been better 
chosen, for a conjunction of Mars and 
Saturn falls on the natal Mars of his 
reign and on the cusp of the solar eighth, 
and this may indicate an accident. If such 
a thing should happen, it will be in the 
second half of March, when the royal 
party is expected to be visiting Victoria 
and Tasmania. 

One cannot of course be certain in the 
present state of the world that this visit 


—— 


will take place, but it seems likely that it 
will, since the king’s solar return for 
1951-2 shows the Moon conjunction 
Uranus in the ninth house of the natus. 
And if it does come off it means that no 
major war will be in progress in Europe 
in the early months of 1952. Another con- 
soling pointer in this direction is the horo- 
scope of Queen Juliana of Holland. 


To sum up therefore, the prospects for 
Europe in 1951 are distinctly troubled, 
but it is at least a good sign that the bad 
periods do not always synchronize, as one 
would expect them to if war were to 
break out. The most generally. dangerous 
period is the latter half of November, 
but this does not seem to affect Britain 
very closely. The further question, how 
far America will be concerned, requires 
a separate article.

A Study of Square Pegs in Round Horoscopes 


I 


Years ago, a keen student of astrol- 
ogy told me that people born prematurely 
never fitted their horoscopes, and | 
promptly began to test the assertion; 
easily enough, for our collection included 
horoscopes of near relatives who had 
been seven months’ babes, and had 
reached more than middle-age then. The 
one who gave me my starting point was 
a teacher of music and languages, good 
at detail, punctual, orderly, always neatly 
and appropriately dressed, and a great 
gossip. Her flow of conversation on the 
doings and affairs of her friends and 
acquaintances was ceaseless, and so rapid 
that the stream was rather overwhelm- 
ing. Her seven-months’ horoscope gave 
Cancer rising, a sign notoriously careless 
about dress, with Mercury—the planet 
of speech—Venus, Mars and Saturn, all 
in the silent, reserved sign of Scorpio. 
When, however, the Sun and Mercury 
were moved forward two months into 
Capricorn, the interest in dress, and the 
voluble commentary on the doings and 
misdoings of other people were fully 
accounted for. The horoscope of another 
prematurely-born friend was equally un- 
suitable; and it was the first in which 
I noted what seems to be a frequent 
adjustment in such cases. The sign where 
the Sun was DUE tto be placed, was 
rising in the seven-months’ horoscope. It 
is always accentuated—sometimes at the 
Zenith. 

Naturally as the years went on, and 
inaccurate readings of horoscopes were 
reported by our friends from time to 
time, | learned to ask whether the birth 
had taken place on the expected day. 
Often it had not; and then I felt our 
mis-reading was explained. Those who 
had arrived ‘very early — the seven

months’ babes — were always small in 
stature, but quite well-proportioned, and 
mentally capable and alert, though not 
always physically robust. Those born a 
month or less late were undesirably large 
and heavy at birth. I know a handsome 
six-footer who was reproachfully apos- 
trophized by the nurse who gave him 
his ‘first bath, “Oh, you MONSTER! 
You ought to have been born three weeks 
ago.” She had been kept waiting that 
time—and his horoscope is a misfit. Of 


‘course more statistics are wanted; and 


famous examples are of especial inter- 
est. The poet Keatsywas a seven-months'’ 
babe; and I am told Napoleon was an- 
other. Winston Churchill has publicly 
referred to his equally premature arrival ; 
and though Sagittarius as ascendant suits 
him pretty well, surely Aries would be 
still more expressive of the born orator 
and leader of men, who challenges and 
enjoys a fight whenever possible. 
Students who have been perplexed by 
the difficulty of reconciling Dickens’ 
planetary accentuations with his amazing 
gifts, can now try a major rectification ; 
for in Hesketh Pearson’s biography of 
the novelist, he tells us that the latter’s 
parents WENT TO A BALL the eve- 
ning before he was born! Victorian 
dances were sedate, and possibly Mrs. 
Dickens merely “walked a quadrille”; 
but even her happy-go-lucky husband 
would hardly have taken her to such a 
festive gathering if his son’s arrival had 
been due; and somehow the fact that 
Charles Dickens may have been danced 
into the world early, seems to harmonize 
with his exuberant type and rapidity in 
work. Gemini was most probably rising 
in the planned horoscope. His Mercurial 
personality is unmistakable! — and that 
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would give an Aquarian zenith, with its 
humanitarian tendencies. Sun in Pisces 
would account for his ability as an actor 
—or was it exalted in Aries, the fiery 
sign of the ardent social reformer? Eight 
month babes rarely survive, and there 
is no available record of the actual date 
for which Mrs. Gamp was booked. 


Apart from these larger corrections of 
date, there are often smaller rectifica- 
tions of an hour or two—or even of a 
day—due because of hastenings or delay- 
ings of births by accident or surgery or 
drugs; also, consideration has to be given 
to the time of the first breath, which 
does not always coincide with the moment 
of birth. Goethe has recorded the hour 
of his birth, and also that he was appar- 
ently still-born. He had actually arrived 
when the silent, reserved, specialist sign 
of Scorpio was rising, but COULD not 
breathe till the genial Sagittarius, with 
its wide range of interests and multi- 
plicity of gifts had begun to ascend.

Late breathers are fairly frequent, but 
seldom so unwilling as to need the treat- 
ment accorded by a careful doctor I 
knew, who worked for an hour and a 
quarter with an apparently still-born 
child, going on with the artificial breath- 
ing—“somehow impelled to do it,” he 
said—long after the case would have 
been given up as hopeless by most. When 
the rewarding breath came at last he 
was so startled that he almost stopped 
working. That child thus avoided a very 
difficult and unsatisfactory horoscope by 
waiting till the ascendant changed. 

Lives have been saved and suffering 
avoided by judicious interference by doc- 
tors and trained nurses; but their kindly 
efforts can disconcert the astrologer, who 
has to remember that, especially of re- 
cent years, the horoscope intended by the 
child’s guardian angel may have to be 
recognized later from the type of man 
or woman to whom it belongs; and it is 
well to be cautious about accepting as 
rigidly accurate the hour given, espe- 
cially when a very slight turn of the 
wheel yields a really appropriate chart, 
harmonizing both with the personal 
characteristics and the career followed.

Biographies help such rectification—as in 
the case of the poet Tennyson, whose 
hour, said to be “authentic,” gives us the 
irrepressible Gemini rising. His choice 
of subjects for his greatest poems, his 
unconventional dress, love of solitude and 
of moving waters, and many descriptive 
touches given by those who met him, all 
suggest the brooding imaginative Cancer 
rising. He was certainly not Mercurial. 
Compare him with that typical son of 
Mercury, George Bernard Shaw! 
Pre-Natal Epoch 

These minor adjustments—sometimes 
a matter of five minutes—give little occa- 
sion for an astrologer’s worry. The day 
late or day early people are more per- 
plexing; and the best way to deal with 
them is by reckoning back from the ex- 
pected day, to the pre-natal epoch. Sta- 
tistics show that in normal cases, the 
sign &he Moon was in, ten lunar months 
before the expected birthday, is gener- 
ally found rising — or setting — in the 
appropriate horoscope. A recent instance 
among young people well-known to me 
is an illustration of that kind of recti- 
fication proving satisfactory. 

The birth in question gave twenty 
hours of very grave anxiety -to all con- 
cerned, and the father was warned that 
there was little chance that the day-late 
babe would be born alive. All went well, 
but.as the child grew, it was quite unde- 
niable that his whole development was a 
flat contradiction of his martial horo- 
scope. The impetuous, fiery Aries, which 
was rising at his actual birth, never 
showed at all. No liking for games, or 
for active exercise, no inclination to 
challenge or rush into a fight. Instead, 
he was a quiet, obsérvant, skeptical type, 
deliberate in speech, slow and careful in 
decision, long-limbed and leisurely in 
movement. Reckoning back to the pre- 
natal epoch, ten lunar months from the 
expected birthday, it was found that the 
Moon was then in Aquarius. That Truth- 
seeking sign was at once accepted as con- 
genial and suitable, for the Native’s 
Ascendant, and all his near relatives 
agreed to this, making additional evidence 
that the rising sign at birth corresponds 
to the position of the Moon at the time 
of conception. 
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The decision was all the easier, be- 
cause Aquarians, in our Northern races, 
are particularly easy to recognize physi- 
cally; and it was partly because I had 
correctly guessed several, before being 
iven the recorded hour, that I recog- 
nized this tall, fair specimen. But family 
and racial heredity have to be considered. 
The Italian Aquarian son would have 
been described as small and dark in 
Scotland; but he was the tallest and 
fairest in his own family, and had the 
good clear-cut features.

It was Mr. Midshipman Easy who said 
that it was a good start in life to begin 
by keeping an appointment; and another 
pertinent saying is that Punctuality is the 
courtesy of kings. Anyhow, the time of 
their arrival upon this earth is generally 
recorded with care; and that has tempted 
astrologers to spend much time over 
analyzing and studying royal horoscopes, 
occasionally differing considerably in 
their findings. I have seen two different 
horoscopes of the Tudor Queen Eliza- 
beth, and two of Mary Queen of Scots. 
The latter was born at midnight between 
the 7th and 8th December, in Linlithgow, 
with Libra rising; so the tradition that 
Venus was her ruler is correct. What 
must have puzzled astrologers in her 
day was that they saw nothing to account 
for the triple tragedy of her married 
life. Now we know she had Neptune 
in her marriage house with three bad 
aspects. In India such a horoscope would 
have barred marriage altogether. 

Prophecies for Royalty 

To come to more modern times, I have 
more than once been annoyed by gloomy 
predictions concerning members of our 
British royal house — forecasts which 
“flopped” unfulfilled, much to my satis- 
faction. One of these was the re-iterated 
prophesy of the early death of the then 
Prince of Wales—now Duke of Windsor. 
Many astrologers correctly foresaw that 


‘he would never be crowned King. He 


avoided that, for personal and state rea- 
sons, by abdicating; and the astrological 
promise of the crown for his younger 
brother was thus fulfilled. The Duke is 
still alive and active, living the kind of 
life he has chosen; but even that keen 
astrologer Alan Leo had felt safe in 
publishing his hint that yet another 
Prince of Wales might die early, though 


‘ 


all he actually said was that the second 
brother would be king, and that thus 
“History would repeat itself.” I chal- 
lenged his verdict at the time, asking 
whether his prediction was based on 
Saturn’s position in the 8th house, taking 
it as the personal ruler of Aquarius, the 
rising sign. He owned it was; and I said 
I was convinced that the true ruler of 
Aquarius was Uranus. Even that did 
not harmonize the Prince’s’ horoscope 
with his personality and physique. Later 
I remembered that he had been a day-late 
babe, and when the chance came to watch 
his movement and carriage, to listen to 
his voice, and note his choice of phrasing 
as he broadcast his speech at the opening 
of the Stratford-on-Avon Theatre, I had 
no difficulty in recognizing the rising 
sign. The actual horoscope shows the 
Moon in Pisces, with Aquarius rising. 
The day before, with the Moon in 
Aquarius and Pisces rising, gives a chart 
that is quite remarkably well-fitted, even 
to youthful interest in drama, ease in 
dancing, love of bathing and skill in 
playing a stringed instrument used chiefly 
for accompaniments. Later on came the 
striking response to the characteristic 
call of his true ruler, NEPTUNE, with 
his almost invariable demand, GIVE IT 
UP, MY SON! RENOUNCE! Wher- 
ever Neptune is placed in a horoscope 
calls for self-sacrifice—sometimes with a 
smile, and in a whisper; but, as a ruler, 
his voice is generally more insistent. 
Another royalty with Pisces rising is 
Queen Ena of Spain. 

An instance of a misfitting HAS- 
TENED horoscope is found in the chart 
of the Princess Elizabeth, which has 
puzzled a good many students who ac- 
cepted it as the true one. It gives her 
Capricorn rising, in which case she ought 
to have been darker and shorter than her 
sister; whereas she is taller and fairer. 
Further the planetary positions, which 
are always read as indicating the out- 
ward circumstances and opportunities of 
a life, are completely “out” in this case. 
How far the birth was actually hastened 
we do not know, but the backward reck- 
oning of ten lunar months gives us the 
Moon in Aquarius, and a late degree of 
that sign rising gives us a very different 
impression. The ruler Uranus is well 
aspected to Jupiter, Mars and the Sun. 
Venus is rising, smiling ;—semi-sextile to 
Mars, and trine to Pluto. Saturn, no

longer the ruler, moves into the eighth 
house, which is associated with legacies 
and inheritance; and his characteristic 
command, “WAIT, MY CHILD,” sug- 
gests that her royal highness will be 
given time to live her own life as a wife 
and mother, while preparing for the 
heavier responsibilities of wearing the 
crown herself ; in other words, this aspect 
suggests long life to the King. Neptune 
has moved into the sixth house, asso- 
ciated with food and clothing and physi- 
cal health. As he is the planet associated 
with self-sacrifice, this suggests that care 
and thought in connection with the world 
shortages, and increased populations, 
may continue for a considerable time; 
but the Sun, well-aspected in the second 
house, is reassuring, suggesting a steady 
building up of national prosperity on 
sure foundations, with agriculture and 
forestry doing well. Taureans are trust- 
worthy and business-like, meeting their 
obligations and prompting others to do 
the same. The real ruler of Taurus is our 
bountiful Mother Earth. 


I have tried. to show that there are 
several reasons why the hour of birth, 
even when carefully noted, may prove 
misleading to astrologers—both to those 
of us who are chiefly interested in 
character study, and those who delight 
in the difficult task of dating future 
events. Most of these latter workers pay 
special heed to adverse aspects from 
Saturn and Mars, because statistics about 
their effect on the physical plane have had 
plenty of time to accumulate; whereas 
all they can say of Uranus is that some- 
thing unexpected is likely to result from 
his smiles or frowns. Mars in strong 
aspect gives a rush of energy. Often we 
are rash and foolish in the way we use 
his gift, and so it is miscalled a “malefic” 
influence. No influence that comes to us 
from the planetary archangels is malefic. 
The martial energy that rushes into quar- 
rels or lands us in accidents or gets us 
into scrapes, is simply a wonderful gift 
misused. When it is misused on a national 
scale, we have war. Saturn, on the other 
hand, limits and restricts our activities, 
giving us time to think; and by placing 
difficulties in our way challenges us to 
overcome or endure them, thus favoring 
the development of character.

Systems of dating events vary, very 
much, and the late Dr. Besant declared 
that in order to foretell the future accu- 
rately an astrologer had to attain a cer- 
tain degree of psychic intuition.

Rather taken aback, he protested 
there was no malice in what he was doing, 
“T only have the same joy that a sports- 
man feels in bringing down a bird.” 
Well, I don’t shoot birds; so that was 
hardly the kind of joy that | could under- 
stand. Also, I have known some very bad 
shots among predicters, and harm done 
by their blunders. A wounded bird is a 
pitiful sight, and a broken wing hard 
to heal.

Cancer contributes in major proportion 
to practically all works which attract pub- 
lic acclaim. Basically this is due to an 
inferiority complex mandating a recog- 
nition of the ego, and this reverts back 
to the home and the mother (perhaps in 
adulthood carrying on to the wife).

In later years he re- 
married, an old friend, a widow. In a few 
years she died of natural causes. Now he 
again is re-married, to a widow, another 
friend of long standing. The world sees 
his mundane successes: in the ministry, 
as a popular public speaker, as the power 
behind civic projects, as an officer in large 
organizations. “God moves in mysterious 
ways His wonders to perform.” So evi- 
dently this working out is the fulfilment 
for the minister’s current incarnation. 
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Assuredly the world is a better place be- 
cause of his works. However, he strives 
for achievement in public activities so 
that none may. even guess the lack in his 
private life. He has never had an estab- 
lished home with the family traditions 
and joys built over the years. And the 
privilege of parenthood has been denied 
him entirely. Financially he has pros- 
pered, and in true Cancer style assists his 
nephews and their families. ; 

Another Cancer born is Paul. Paul is 
a winsome lad, hungry for understanding 
and security—which in his mind is sym- 
bolized by HOME. Slowly he appraises 
you. There is hesitancy in his speech till 
he is positive you are not condemning 
him for being the child of separated 
parents. Then he talks jet speed: about 
his dog, the homes of old timers in the 
neighborhood, of the days when he was 
little and he and his mother and dad and 
sister did things together. His choice of 
topics and events are in that glorious past 
of family unity.

Interprets Our Times 


The Numerical Measurement of the 
Uranian °50’s 


Tre “Decade Number” measures a 
period of ten years in the accepted cal- 
endar pattern of any age, and is a key 
to the collective mind reaction to 
current living, an indicator of events, 
and an explanation of popular and mass 
expression in all directions. 

Those who deplore the growing shal- 
lowness of interest, social flightiness and 
irresponsibility, or even the painfully 
and deadly serious efforts to produce 
“something different” in human behavior, 
and modern arrangements in music, art, 
etc., may not hope for an end of such 
annoyances for some time to come. 

1950 to 1959 inclusive, shows the 
Decade No. 5. It is the very nature of 
the ray measured by this number to pro- 
mote change, sometimes for its own sake, 
sometimes to demonstrate a cutting loose 
from rule and regulation of all kinds with 
a*false assumption that this automatically 
brings personal freedom. 

Whatever is, is often intolerable to the 
individual possessing a strong develop- 
ment of No. 5 with its impulse to experi- 
ment, change, champion unworthy causes 
rather than try to understand and regen- 
erate existing and experienced ones. 
“That has been going on too long” rather 
than “it might be good because it has 
withstood the test of time.” Tradition 
forms are dubbed “out-moded,” “old- 
fashioned” or even “corny,”—everything 
that is bright, happy, new, colorful, is 
hailed as “modern,” “keen,” “super,” 
even though often purposeless, immature, 
expedient and quite vacuous. 

- The more belligerent No. 5 is a dis- 
senter, on principle. He becomes so bored

with order, responsibility or the fulfilling 
of obligations by regular means, that he 
is forced to create an emergency so that 
he can appear at his best in solving it. 
Otherwise he can become a social and 
business liability. 

The No. 5 is something of the glad- 
handed rotarian, the promoter of social 
exchange and good times for all. Always 
the salesman by instinct more than in 
practice, he is at times an entertainer, at 
others an evangelist, with an inspiring 
message. 

In destructive and unproductive chan- 
nels, he is the play-boy; a spender; al- 
ways promoting good feeling, but always 
toward the satisfaction of selfish desire. 
Here, the ray becomes fixed in direction 
of the appetites, or of ingenious ways of 
creating something new, exciting, dan- 
gerous, as an excuse for living, aggravat- 
ing but convenient stubborness is often 
resorted to as a protection against former 
mistakes being admitted. 

This could be and is being reflected as 
the highlights of a composite character 
which might be called the up-to-the- 
minute collective personality of this No. 5 
Decade. 

Used as a yard stick related to circum- 
stances, events, race or national or even 
individual experience, the No. 5 exposes 
the subject to distinctly Uranian forces 
crystallized in the terms Revolution, 
Change, Surprise, Disaster which destroys 
the old, followed by chaos that gives birth 
to the new, and to the regeneration of 
eternal rhythms in formulas that are 
more fundamental. 

In the social experiences of past eras, 
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preserved for us in history, these No. 5 
decades have often acted as pivetal or 
balancing period in which economic, po- 
litical, social, industrial, national, reli- 
gious trends, that had earlier grown too 
much and too fast, were stirred to a 
chaos. This condition could be likened to 
a cauldron containing many ingredients 
that have been boiling steadily for some 
time. The chaos is the state induced by 
stirring the mess, preparatory to skim- 
ming off the scum. The stirrer was some- 
times War; Revolution, Economic disas- 
ter, or a regrouping of political and 
national ideologies. 

The result of this 5 ray upon the reac- 
tion of race mind, a National ideal, or an 
individual’s purpose, is often seen to 
excuse the building up and belief in many 
kinds of delusion; a fairy story of a 
great future, the fulfillment of which is 
looked forward to with much planning, 
expectancy and optimism. This fantasy 
accepted, throws open the doors of actual 
experience through which stalks unex- 
pected defeat. The cosmic use of this 
5 ray is to awaken, to regenerate, to 
reveal and claim allegiance to eternal 
truths rather than to gratify human plan- 
ning, greed, and ambitions for power. 
In this process some very disappointing, 
surprising things happen that are epoch 
making, and like the use of the atom 
bomb in nineteen hundred and _forty- 
FIVE can suddenly change the rhythm of 
expected events. 

In a time of this nature therefore, it 
is wise to be suspicious of the events 
predicated by the commentators, the news 
analysts, the White House or the State 
Department, on the basis of things that 
have happened, that are happening, or 
that which they intend to make happen 
for the benefit of the people and of the 
Nation. 

Deceiving emergencies are always being 
imagined or being created and the collec- 
tive mind of the People, in all Nations 
of the world as well as the U. S., will 
have to absorb and digest one after 
another the ideals and purposes which 
will be most popular and most patrioti- 
cally supported, only to be, like a bubble, 
dissolved into nothingness or. revealed as 
an unnecessary emergency used to stir 
up the aforementioned cauldron of world

change, that new facts might stand forth, 
that another authority might be debunked 
or another simulated cause be relinquished 
with the worthwhile (cosmically) awak- 
ening of its deluded followers. 


National Defense 


The present defense of the Nation has 
become established patently against 
Russian aggression, although it could be 
allowed that the aggressive defense of 
Capitalism in protecting its future from 
the inroads of Communism, was also a 
main feature. 

Russian communism and European so- 
cialism, especially designed by Karl 
Marx for the Europeon proletariat and 
as a gesture against the devastating 
change of the No. 5 Decade of the 
eighteen hundreds, the industrial revolu- 
tion from manual to machine labor, is un- 
likely to take root here. 

As it has been truly said, “America has 
no proletariat ;” no population of have- 
nots who can be roused to revolt against 
privileged classes of employers. In fact 
we hardly have any more identifiable 
employers; our industrial, commercial 
and financial authorities being large cor- 
porations and interweaving controls. 

All Americans are capitalists, at least 
all the conformists are, and as such they 
plan their own future hopefully; nega- 
tively accept that the future of their 
Nation will assist their own dreams of 
“security” to come true. There are more 
men and women who by their earning 
power are keeping up a higher standard 
of living than in any other country in 
the world. With their homes, city apart- 
ments, bonds and securities, their tech- 
nological conveniences, electrical gadgets, 
their cars and college education for their 
children, good clothes, radios and now 
TV, not forgetting their drinking, mil- 
lions are living like millionaires—the day 
by day kind. 

The American Way 


Collectively, Americans today show 
bravery in their acceptance of the need 
of National Defense. They regard their 
way of life as the best possible, and the 
Nation that gave it birth, sacred, unde- 
featable, strong enough to lick Russia, 
China and the whole world if need be, 
a typical 5 illusion. 
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To create a national emergency, and a 
dominating mobilization program to 
which all Americans ‘are directly or re- 
motely regimented in social, industrial 
and military effort, is to build a national 
expectancy which reflects the No. 5 
Decade. The delusion lies in the fact that 
while national attention is directed to 
foreign aggression, the true attack on 
Americans and their “way of life” started 
quite some years ago, from the date of 
the Armistice of World War I, and 
possible defeat, against which there is 
now little or no defense, can come from 
internal moral weakness, the absence of 
any ethical and spiritual objective to 
match the political and material ambi- 
tions, and around which, by free choice, 
adult Americans as well as American 
youth could gather in defensive enthusi- 
asm. 

1950, the first year of the No. 5 decade, 
created the general emergency, the pros- 
pect of all-out war and the launching of 
the program for mobilization of men and 
resources for National Defense. As pre- 
dicted by the writer, when the U. N. 
forces entered South Korea to drive out 
North Korean communists, the operation 
was carried to a success before October 
Ist. This action was not the state of 
emergency, merely a policing which nor- 
mally and without the 5 ray, could have 
been completed with dignity and dispatch, 
at the 38th parallel. 

With the fighting forces and Gen. 
MacArthur waiting for orders, the Pen- 
tagon took over the Korean situation, 
because it was time to create an emer- 
gency. The action seemed expedient. The 
decade of emergency, change, transition, 
the awakening from illusions via neces- 
sity which makes quick change in plans 
of Nations and of individual the rhythm 
of the next nine years, had begun. 

With 1951, we have to consider the 
significance of. the figure 1, associated 
with world change and the Nation’s emer- 
gencies. That significance is the general 
direction taken as an objective to prepa- 
ration for World War III via the arming 
of Europe, against Russian attack; be- 
cause 1 means a definite direction in 
which to begin whatever, later in the 
cycle, is to be experienced. 

This decision from Washington was 
met with the controversy upon the value 
of the European direction, and the rights 


of the President to build up armed and 
equipped divisions there. The Hoover 
speech, which was given December 20, 
1950, proposed another direction for the 
National Defense effort which has since 
rallied much important support in Wash- 
ington and throughout the Nation. 

Having in mind the temperament of 
the No. 5, when two powerful factions 
of the Nation’s thought and political in- 
fluence have decided on a proper direction 
to take, the world can expect an entirely 
different direction from both of these to 
arise and emergency will do the rest. 

Not Defense of Europe; not yet hemi- 
spheric defense, but a new emergency 
will arise around the present campaign 
in Korea. A situation precipitated by 
Chinese aggression; a new domestic-po- 
litical disturbance for China will all con- 
tribute toward the true, cosmic and un- 
foreseen direction toward the East; so 
will the controversial situation of the 
Oil of Iran. * 

As 1951 is not the summer for any all- 
out War, the emergencies that occur will 
be only other steps in that direction. The 
month of May was the next important 
month for disclosing them, and the 
period June Ist to July 24th, for military 
action and national planning to meet 
them. July, a most outstanding month in 
this first year of direct action of the 
No. 5 Decade, has the planet Uranus in 
transiting aspects of extreme National 
import, but is combined with the value 
numerologically of a “5 month,” a very 
important relationship. This 5, agreeing 
with the whole decade, is in July arrived 
at by two elements of the Neptunian 7 
which agrees with the prevailing under- 
world, secret, investigating and trouble- 
brewing experience of the year of 1951. 
As the result of this strong undercur- 
rent, an explosion, a surprise, a new 
emergency, is indicated.

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Voices of Prophecy 


The Great Pyramid 


In recent years there has been a dimin- 
ishing of interest in the Great Pyramid, 
sometimes referred to as the Pyramid of 
Gizeh. Perhaps this has been brought 
about by the wishful thinking of many 
who tried to read into it the things they 
wished ‘to see. 

For instance, many “saw” the entrance 
into the King’s Chamber (estimated to be 
September, 1936) as the entrance into a 
new dispensation, the time of the second 
coming, or, at least, a termination of the 
“time of trouble.” 

Few, however, of the earliest writers 
on this matter saw such a picture, in fact, 
to many of them, though this was the 
“King’s Chamber” yet it was also “The 
Hall of the Judgment of the Nations.” 
In other words, though the major tribu- 
lation was through that period following 
the “Great Step” (1909) till the entrance 
into the King’s Chamber (1936), yet 
other tribulation, chastisement, JUDG- 
MENT, might be visited upon the na- 
tions as they stood before the Judgment 
Seat in the Hall of the Judgment of the 
Nations, or King’s Chamber. 

But let us briefly review the story of 
the Great Pyramid for the benefit of 
those who have forgotten and for those to 
whom it may be more or less new. 

In Isaiah 19, v.19-20, we read, “In that 
day shall there be an altar to the Lord 
in the midst of the land of Egypt, and a 
pillar at the border thereof to the Lord. 
And it shall be for a sign and a witness 
unto the Lord of Hosts in the land of 
Egypt.” Jeremiah also says, “The mighty 
God . . . which hath set signs and wonders 
in the land of Egypt even unto this day.” 

Pyramidists, as students of this strange 
story are termed, claim that this huge 
edifice was God-inspired and that. it is 
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neither a tomb nor a monument to 
satisfy some monarch’s egotism and to 
find work for a few hundred thousand 
slaves. There are several schools of 
thought but the most generally used is 
that mentioned here. 

Though there are many Pyramids in 
Egypt they appear to be mostly copies of 
the one “Great Pyramid of Gizeh.” This 
is unique in that, it is claimed, certain 
measurements and figures appear over 
and over again, laying stress on mathe- 
matical values related to the movement 
of the sun by precession of the equinoxes, 
mean density of the earth, the earth’s 
polar diameter and so forth. It also has 
a strange passage-way with two offshoots 
which, by the use of an inch to a year, 
appears to indicate accurately the major 
events since “Creation.” 


A. H. Spencer Palmer, writing on this 
subject, states: “It must be clearly under- 
stood that the Pyramid system of chro- 
nology is fixed absolutely by the stars and 
its dates are quite independent of any 
events whatsoever. The builders inserted 
the dates and sealed up the prophecy 
more than 1,000 years before the Exodus, 
yet the Exodus from Egypt, in 1486 B.C. 
and the war with Germany in A.D. 1914 
and many other epoch-making events have 
all happened upon the exact dates built 
into the Pyramid. Not only so but the 
very nature of these events is depicted by 
the symbolism of the Pyramid diagram 
of the course of history expressed in a 
system of passages and chambers.” 

What is this strange edifice? 

In its original state it was finished with 
white limestone to a degree of perfec- 
tion that, today, can only be equalled by 
the watchmaker or optician. Huge blocks 
of granite weighing 50-60 tons apiece 
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were smoothed off almost like finishing 
the great eye of the Palomar observatory. 
They were then placed into position with 
an extremely fine cement between them. 
Not even a penknife can be inserted be- 
tween these blocks. 

Astronomers, scientists and engineers 
have marvelled at the perfection of the 
work. And in the passageway where the 
measurements are made and translated 
into years, the uncanny accuracy baffles 
imagination. Though many pooh-pooh 
the idea, yet the fact remains and cannot 
be denied that the dates, as measured, 
when combined with the symbolism of the 
structure at such points, uncannily indi- 
cates the events we now know actually 
took place. 

The main passageway is, of course, the 
main feature but a branch that descends 
into a pit and another that goes to a small 
room known as the Queen’s Chamber are 
also of interest. This system of passage- 
ways has been given three differertt 
interpretations. 

The first is according to ancient ritual 
into mystic orders with which it is said 
to perfectly accord, The second is said to 
symbolize the path of the soul through 
this era of time, either passing through 
all the temptations and vicissitudes up to 
the King’s Chamber (and heaven) or 
yielding to temptation, getting involved in 
a side passage and ending up in the “Pit” 
(or hell). 

The third is the one most considered. 
This theory is that here is depicted the 
story of this age. Entering from the side, 
the visitor soon comes to the ascending 
passage. Here it is as though the thread 
of the story were picked up, long after 
its commencement. In this case the com- 
mencement is unseen but if the line of 
the ascending passage were carried down- 
wards it would eventually bisect the line 
of the outer surface and, by the use of 
the same “measurements” the date of 
that commencement would be 4000 B.C. 
or “Creation.” 

The point at which entrance is made 
into the actual ascending passage-way, by 
the same calculations is 1486 B.C., said 
to be the time of the Exodus of the chil- 
dren of Israel out of Egypt. 

From this point upwards is one long 
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ascending passage (with two offshoots) 
in which are certain markings or changes 
in formation all of which, when measured 
and calculated at one inch to the year, 
outline the major events of history to and 
including the birth and crucifixion of 
Cittist at which point the passage becomes 
a “Gallery” high and lofty, symbolic of 
the teachings of Christianity, until a high 
step is réached, said to be the point when 
the teachings are over and the examina- 
tion period commences—August, 1909. 

From then on the floor is horizontal 
with, shortly, a drop in the ceiling to a 
mere four feet, indicative of the first 
“testing,” then a breathing space and then 
another drop for the second “testing.” 
Then comes the entrance into the King’s 
Chamber. But it is noted the King’s 
Chamber runs at right angles to the 
passage, like entering a long room from 
one corner. 

Since the date of the entrance into this 
Chamber is said to be September 1936 
this room deals largely with the future 
but it has been conjectured that the 
“blind” masses, coming out of the pass- 
age, would inevitably go crashing against 
the far wall of the room and only those 
with vision,. guidance, or protection, 
would turn to the right, be in the open 
chamber, and escape destruction. 

In other words, so it is claimed, a great 
multitude who are “blind” (spiritually or 
otherwise) upon emerging from the dark 
chamber, would tumble and stumble until 
they crashed against the first obstacle 
immediately ahead which would be the 
far side of this King’s Chamber. And 
Pyramidists set the date for that as 1953. 

But what about those who escape this 
headlong crash? They, it appears, would 
have escaped from this heedless mob and 
would be advancing up the long length 
of the King’s Chamber. But this Chamber 
is also termed “The Hall of the Judgment 
of the Nations” (of the earth). So, it 
would seem, the theory is that much 
tribulation may still be expected but not 
of the nature of the years from 1909 to 
1953 which eliminated numbers of un- 
wanted, backward, vicious, or ungodly 
souls. It is theorized to be more of a 
directive influence to a proper acceptance 
of the dictates and desires of the “King.”

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The Geometry of Being 


Symbols and their Significance to Man

PART I 


Noruwe could contribute more to 
a basic understanding of Astrology, the 
key science of correspondences, than the 
study of the geometric elements in sym- 
bolism and their formation. The wheels 
of the horoscope, the symbols of the 
planets and the aspects are all part and 
plan of what might well be termed a 
spiritual geometry or a Geometry of Be- 
ing. Oddly enough, these very symbols 
are consistent throughout nature, have 
been recognized by all peoples of the 
world as evidenced by the recorded his- 
tory of mankind since its earliest incep- 
tion and they continue to be used in 
widely divergent religions of today in 
silent testimony to the underlying One- 
ness of Truth. 

Given this basic clue a whole wealth 
of understanding and wisdom lies within 
the reach of each individual. 

A symbol, naturally, only conveys as 
much to anyone as that person perceives 
but it is unique,jn that there is practitally 
no limit to the layers of meaning it can 
imply. Symbolism is the shorthand of 
wisdom. For example, a bowl of water can 
be the symbol of home and hospitality 
to the thirsting traveler, nourishment, 
motherhood, pregnancy—of the soul con- 
taining wisdom, the body containing the 
soul, the cup overflowing, the moon, a 
lake, a mirror, etc. It just depends on 
how you look at it and reflect on its form, 
functioning and purpose. Curiously all 
the above-mentioned can be grouped 
under the rulership of Cancer and the 
moon. 

The Masonic device of the square and 
compass speaks endless volumes of wis- 
dom and if we approach this Geometry 
of Being with only a compass, a ruler and 


a piece of paper we have all we need. _

I. The Circle 


Proceeding logically with these tools 
we are first confronted by our blank 
piece of paper. Already we have a sym- 
bol. It is the Great Potential, The Zero, 
the Unmanifest, the Static Eternal Is- 
was-shall-be, the “without form and void; 
and darkness was upon the face of the 
deep” of Genesis, the underlying Eternity 
which mortal mind can never grasp, be- 
ing itself of a fragmentary nature. Some- 
where on that symbolic piece of paper 
we are going to make a mark, a first step 
in creation as many a writer knows! 
Small wonder we are overawed by its 
virginity. Nor that, as we will come to 
see, the Son of God in the traditions of 
the Persians, Buddhists and Christians 
should be born of a Virgin. If Spirit is 
the offshoot of God, and if we are by 
token of the Spirit in us the children of 
God, that same Universal Lifespirit pro- 
ceeded symbolically from the Virginity 
of the Unmanifest to dwell manifest in 
a body born of man and woman. There 
is a difference and it is often confused 
and fought over among religions who can 
be right and wrong at the same time. 


_.To return to our blank piece of paper. 
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Whatever we draw in the future we must 
begin with a dot. A point of reference to 
which all subsequent lines will refer. The 
minute we have made a point we have 
made something Manifest out of the Un- 
manifest. We have specified, individual- 
ized, focussed and created. Here for that 
instant is the I Am or spirit or cgncentra- 
tion of one’s effort and thought. On 
paper it is the center where we have 
placed our compass point and it will re- 
main the center no matter how far you 
extend the other arm of the compass or 
how large a circle you decide to draw. 

Symbolically, the Point can stand for 
the Spirit, “Let there be Light,” Christ- 
consciousness, the Eternal Ego, the Germ 
of Life, the Sperm of the Seed, the 
Spark fragment of the One God manifest 
in Man, the microcosm, the nucleus of 
the atom, the centrosome of the cell, the 
Sun of the Solar system. The Beginning 
in terms of Time, The Cause. 

The circumference is the effect of that 
cause. 

With the compass fixed at one point, 
the sweep of the second arm forms a 
circle which once completed shows neither 
beginning nor end though in principle 
each round of the point will form a spiral 
in time. Thus the circle is the logical sym- 
bol of Eternity manifest in time, and 
together the circle and the point,.sym- 
bolize the LIFE. Spirit in action, the 
individual being in finite life, and in 
Astrology it is this same symbol that 
represents the Sun in a chart, the basic 
radiating Light of any individual. Keep 
in mind that of all the “planets” the Sun 
alone is the living radiating star. 

The circle refers also to completion, 
therefore wisdom, therefore power and 
so we find it in the halo of the saint, the 
Crown of the King (ruled by Leo of 
which the Sun is Lord), etc. The sphere, 
the Golden Ball or Apple of mythology 
and fairy tales—we all remember the one 
which the frog retrieved for the princess 
from the well, hardly suspecting it con- 
cealed a whole philosophical treatise— 
yet it does! 

The horoscope itself is the Wheel of 
Life with 12 spokes, the Zodiac, the belt 
of heaven, the Girdle of Gudrun, the 
wedding ring, all are linked by the prin- 
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ciple of the circle. It is the symbol of 
Zero, and out of it comes the focus or dot 
of ONE. 

In nature we find frequent effects of 
circles..What happens when you drop a 
stone into a perfectly still pond? Or have 
you noticed that a light shining through 
snow, through angel hair on a Christmas 
tree, or reflecting from a scratched but 
highly polished table surface will immedi- 
ately focus snowflakes, angel hair or 
scratches into perfect circles? Try it. 

Emerson in his famous essay, Circles, 
writes: “The eye is the first circle; the 
horizon which it forms is the second ; and 
throughout nature this primary figure is 
repeated without end. It is the highest 
emblem in the cipher of the world.” 

Kahn in Man in Structure and Func- 
tion states that the average human cell 
would be spherical if it were isolated 
rather than pressed on all sides by neigh- 
boring cells. His diagrams of cell multi- 
plication are well worth noting, for they 
trace the circle to the ellipse or oval, the 
formation of two focal points where one 
but reigned before. The orbits of the 
planets, the egg, and the cell in dividing 
all form ellipses. The ellipse has more 
variety, rhythm and flux than the circle. 
It implies growth and mystery within 
mystery. 

These random notes can be infinitely 
amplified by the reader. What circle can- 
not be encircled? Another point, the cir- 
cumference divides the known (inside) 
from the unknown (outside), thus the 
sum of man’s consciousness and experi- 
ence remains as purified wisdom forever 
within his circle, of which he is the 
center point. The circumference, or the 
limit of power to control the force pulses 
from within, could be said to increase 
as the radius of growth lengthens. Some 
wise professor of physics once pointed 
out that a small balloon exposes a small 
surface but as it expands it exposes a 
larger and larger one to outer space. Is 
there not a logical corollary? The more a 
man knows, the more he knows how little 
he knows—and that is wisdom. 

The precious metal Gold of no dross 
and the Sun are both symbolized by O, 
and money and coins are usually round,

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Dual Personalities 


The Diversity of Genius 


Tere are some individuals who are 
capable of such a diversity of personal 
expression that one immediately recog- 
nizes them as dual personalities. Just as the 
human physical body possesses a variety 
of physical characteristics, such as hands, 
feet, mouth, nose, eyes, ears, et cetera, so 
do such persons possess a combination of 
mental and emotional qualities that stamp 
them as different from the average per- 
son who expresses himself in a routine 
manner. : 

These “different” individuals have 
departed from expressions of the old 
standard route of expected thought, feel- 
ing and action. The average individual 
usually does just as the majority does, 
and expects it to do, as can be noted 
from the popular phrases of speech, 
similar tastes in music, art, sports, etc., 
for the general run of humanity are like 
a flock of sheep who need to follow a 
leader, while the leader falls in the 
category of a dual personality who is the 
spice-of-variety in worldly interests. Dual 
personalities are the ones who reach the 
news headlines, whether it be in the local 
papers or by word-of-mouth, until known 
throughout the vicinity, state or nation, 
depending upon the position in life of 
that particular person. 


There are those persons who are a law 
unto themselves, who refuse to mix inti- 
mately with the lives of others, such as 
is necessary for partnership and mar- 
riage, yet who possess a certain aloofly 
popular life in public association with 
many. They do not express themselves as 
does the average individual and so they 
command the attention of others. And 
those that marry often, as did Lillian 
Russell, Peggy Joyce, Tommy Manville, 
Henry VIII, etc., can be considered as 
having a combined gathering of souls

within their bodies demanding and find- 
ing expression thru a number of similar 
events and conditions, for each soul must 
have a satisfactory expression along that 
line, hence this united individual can 
definitely love more than one individual, 
for the Law of Attraction draws each to 
his own. 

Most versatile and highly talented per- 
sons undoubtedly have this combined 
group of souls within their bodies clam- 
oring for expression and finding it in 
various channels and periods of their 
lives. Many of our fine actors and 
actresses reveal definitely that they area 
large company of souls housed in one 
body—souls who have all had a wide 
variety of experiences behind them in 
their past incarnational lives. 

Expression and cooperation seem to be 
the keynotes of these. dual persons of 
the multiple-soul occupancy. They re- 
quire the expression of added experience 
insorder to move forward in evolution: 
they need to learn cooperation, either with 
others as in the case of multiple mar- 
riages, or with themselves, for often you 
find the “lone wolf” at odds with him- 
self, struggling to coordinate his many 
inner strange traits and qualities. He is 
usually an oddity to others, and generally 
is difficult for others to associate with in 
harmony. 

Dual personalities usually have a con- 
tinuous struggle with both inner and 
outer qualities of expression, seeming 
often to be at war with themselves as well 
as being perverse in their cooperation 
with others, and they generally find their 
lives marked off in chapters with possibly 
a uniform number of years allotted to each 
chapter ; and while each episode is invari- 
ably different from the last, yet they are 
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that ranges in intensity of experience, 
which is indicative of a striving to bring 
out a certain special quality during each 
specific period of differing expressions, 
such as a striving for increased knowl- 
edge, or increased will power which is so 
necessary for active progress in life, or 
coordination of emotion and feelings, 
striving for balance in their close human 
associations, and possibly all three chan- 
nels may be active in development at the 
same time or simultaneously, blending 
thought, feeling and action in each chap- 
ter of their experiences. 


The reason for the harnessing together 
of many souls in one body is for the pur- 
pose of teaching those special souls the 
ability for organization and cooperation 
pretty much as a large manufacturing 
plant organizes its help together for the 
benefit of all concerned thru cooperation, 
so as to create an orderly, smooth-run- 
ning creative association for the benefit 
and progress of humanity. 


According to reincarnation, which is 
the law of cause and effect as divided into 
life’s chapters of human activity on earth, 
souls manifested singly in their original 
expression back in the beginning of world 
evolution; and they got themselves into 
so much trouble by catering to, and in- 
volving others in their own selfish desires 
that they became unable, singly, ever to 
extricate themselves from those faults or 
evils of inverted thought, feeling and ac- 
tion that a merciful law, set into opera- 
tion by Divine Guidance, gave such souls 
the opportunity to overcome evil by joint 
association in one physical body. This 
multiplied their strength and power of 
will-to-do to such volume as to enable 
them to overcome that which was too 
severe to handle alone and single-souled. 


Mutable Signs Predominate 


In the birthchart of such an individual 
of aggregated souls you are quite likely 
to find Mutable signs predominating, 
since those signs have to deal with num- 
bers and duality. Planets bunched together 
in one sign, preferably of Mutable nature, 
may give indication of many souls in a 
body, but the dominant planetary position 
of such a phenomenon is most likely to be 
of cuspal nature, such as a majority of 
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planets changing signs: that is, in the 
very beginning of a sign from 0 to about 
5 degrees. It is hardly likely the planets 
would occupy the late degrees of the signs 
in question because that type of plane- 
tary grouping usually indicates a harvest 
period in the life of the individual hav- 
ing such a configuration, due to having 
completed much of their evolutional la- 
bors in previous lives. Such are usually 
in this incarnation for the purpose of 
awareness and ration, according to their 
merits. 

But those planets just entering a sign 
are indicative of a combination influence : 
they possess the qualities of the preceding 
sign as well as some of those of the sign 
they have just entered, giving them 
double quantity of influences and inter- 
ests, which one soul alone could never 
bring into a birth of such endowments. 

You find these individuals possessing a 
variety of talents to be under this tran- 
sitional position of planets, on the cusp 
between two signs, and according to the 
strength of planetary position and aspects 
they acquire notice or fame. You are also 
likely to find tense vibrations in such 
charts, usually conjunctions or opposi- 
tions, because a “full house” of souls will 
not be an easy matter for harmonious ad- 
justment and tranquillity of mental or 
physical expression. This can be verified 
by the biographies of those clever and 
talented people in the hall of fame whose 
lives have been full of struggles and 
strivings toward,a given goal. Only the 
Cardinal sign people seem able to forge 
ahead rapidly and without too much 
strenuous effort, but such are usually 
marked by shallowness, both of talent and 
of intent, with the exception of Capri- 
corn, which is the most conscientious of 
the twelve signs, in spite of its cardinal 
nature, because of its Saturn-physical- 
planetary influence. 

Lack of direction of the other cardinal 
signs is the earmark of uncontrolled 
youth, whether of current times or of 
primitive origin. 

Much discontent and dissatisfaction 
mark the dual personalities’ early ex- 
pression in life, which results in mental 
and emotional violence or explosiveness 
of manifestation, known as temperament. 
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All great persons have been known for 
their forcefulness of individual expres- 
sion, and force can hardly be manifest 
except thru combined influences equiva- 
lent to an organization and its combined 
cooperation. It is that which makes for 
production and no single unit is capable 
of the necessary force, determination and 
will that accomplishes its purpose of in- 
delible impression upon the records of 
humanity. Such blends of variegated 
cuspal influences are usually represented 
by a prominently placed Uranus in the 
birthchart, for Uranus represents thought, 
will and action in equivalent proportion, 
thereby creating the necessary channel or 
road for the personal expression of an 
aggregational whole in one body.

and formerly of gold, symbolizing treas- 
ure and wealth—spiritually, wisdom is 
the greatest treasure, that precious stuff 
within your circle and mine. “The Treas- 
ure of Sierra Madre” is powerfully 
symbolic. 

No consideration of circles would be 
complete without reference to St. Augus- 
tine’s description of the nature of God: 
a circle whose center is everywhere and 
circumference nowhere. 

Nor any better summary than Emer- 
son’s cryptic message : 

“Nature centres into balls, 
And her proud ephemerals, 
Fast to surface and outside, 
Scan the profile of the sphere; 
Knew they what that signified, 
A new genesis were here.”

There will be attempted justifications, 
vain efforts to continue the “old order” 
but, also, a gradual acquiescence to the 
Law of the Lord, an appreciation of the 
rightness (righteousness) of this Law. 

Then, eventually, when the time arrives 
to pass the open tomb, comes a realiza- 
tion that there is no death, that life is a 
continuous existence. In that day materi- 
alism, with its belief that when you're 
dead you’re DEAD and that man exists 
for today and today alone, will pass away. 
The things of the spirit, the value of spir- 
itual living, these will then hasten the 
advent of a Theocratic state, when the 
laws of God are also the laws of men. 

And, to continue with this theory, this 
condition is reached as humanity comes 
to the end of that vast King’s Chamber, 
and the date is 2001 A.D.

New Delhi: 

I am enclosing a story of a rather 
astounding prediction, after interviewing 
the astrologer concerned, at New Delhi 
recently. When last year he gave the pre- 
diction to Mr. Grieve, mentioned-in the 
story, I also happened to be at the in- 
terview.

In September 1920, Pandit Ram Swa- 
roop Sharma of New Delhi foretold the 
fall of General MacArthur—with the aid 
of the stars. In his halting English, he 
told Peter Grieve, previously of the Lon- 
don “News Chronicle”, that General 
MacArthur was facing dismissal. 

He also said that revolutionary happen- 
ings would be reported from Nepal, an 
independent State on the southern slope 
of the Himalayas, in which the Ruler and 
his Prime Minister would figure largely. 
And in the course of the year, the Ruler 
one day, breaking all precedents, fled his 
capital in stealth and sought political asy- 
lum in Delhi. The Government of India 
intervened and a settlement between him 
and his autocratic Prime Minister was 
brought about, as a result of which the 
Prime Minister proclaimed a democratic 
government — which he had all along 
been dead against. The Prime Minister is 
soon to leave the administration, which 
means that the State will be completely 
emocratised soon. 

Recently interviewed on the future of 
MacArthur,: Pandit Sharma said that for 
some months hence the General will keep 
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out of politics, but there were strong in- 
dications that he will come back into lime- 
light and assume command in a most im- 
portant sector next year. 


The political commotion in the U.S.A. 
will develop into a big storm and there 
will be drastic changes in the personnel 
of the Administration at the highest 
levels, and an unsuccessful attempt will 
be made on the life of President Truman, 
he said in slow and carefully chosen 
words. 


Pandit Sharma says that Japan and 
Germany will soon be rearmed and will 
provide important theaters for the third 
world war. Another danger spot will be 
Persia, where communist intrigues will 
soon cause a civil war. Britain will suffer 
a diplomatic defeat on the Persian oil 
question. Allied efforts to confine the Far 
East struggle to Korea will not succeed 
and by 1952 ‘the countries of the world 
will be involved in a third global conflict. 
However, the next war will not be long 
like the previous two, but will end after 
two years of intense fighting in the com- 
plete victory of the Democracies. 

Of people in the limelight, King George 
of Britain will suffer from serious ill- 
health between August and November, 
this year. Stalin also will have bodily 
troubles between September this year and 
January next. Both of them are bound 
to recover. 


Another bright period on the world 
stage is predicted for Stalin before he 
dies in 1954. His death will be peaceful 
as far as Pandit Sharma can foresee. 
Communism as a political force in the 
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world is not likely to survive Stalin, after 
whose death it will have but an ideo- 
logical existence. 

Stalin’s “ally” in the Second World 
War, Winston Churchill too is seen to be 
moving towards a come-back. Mr. 
Churchill will return to prominence by 
June this year and enjoy another glorious 
period of Prime Ministership from 
March 1952 to almost the end of 1954. 


The Pandit visualizes a downward 
trend in India’s financial position and 
predicts more famines and deaths result- 
ing from new calamities like floods, 
droughts and crop failures. 

He is positive that Pakistan will, dur- 
ing the year, try to take Kashmir by 
force, but will fail in the attempt. Pakis- 
tan will have troubles of her own from 
neighbouring Afghanistan. Not only 
that: a successful coup d’etat will effect 
changes beyond recognition in the Ad- 
ministration ; and it will be a miracle if 
Premier Liaquat Ali Khan escapes with 
his life. 





ASC. vs. SUN 


In the May 1951 edition of AMER- 
ICAN ASTROLOGY under the caption 
MANY THINGS, someone asks the 
question on “Ascendant vs. Sun Sign.” 

The word horoscope is partly derived 
from the Latin word HORA: the hour, 
and the Greek word SKOPEIN: to con- 
sider, which literally translated means to 
consider the hour. That means a horo- 
scope is only a horoscope when the two 
personal points, the Meridian and the 
Ascendant, decide the meaning for the 
planets. This is a very important thing to 
remember. 

Our Earth has two motions, the rota- 
tion around its own axis once every day, 
and the revolution of the Earth around 
the Sun once every year. 


The Ascendant has to do with the rota- 
tion of the Earth and indicates the geo- 
graphical location where a person is born 
on this Earth, the exact point in the eclip- 
tic. The tenth house or the Meridian of 
this horoscope is the Ascendant—90°00, 
and from here we can divide the ecliptic 
in twelve equal houses, and the Ascendant 


There is never a reason for 


is the first house of the Ascendant horo- 
scope. In a nativity it shows us the con- 
nections and relations to this place, the 
people who are responsible for us being 
here and how we afe influenced through 
inheritance, but it always means other 
people closely connected to us. 


The Meridian belongs to an entirely 
different system and has to do with the 
revolution of the Earth around the Sun 
once a year, and everything is measured 
by the Equator. 

The Meridian informs us- about the 
“T” and what the “I” consists of which 
we do not see; the Personality, the Indi- 
viduality, the Soul, the Ego and its ex- 
perience, the personal ambition and the 
goal, the road to the height of life, our 
place and position in public life, profes- 
sion, vocation, and it indicates the minute 
of the day. 

In the past eras, the Chaldeans, the 
Babylonians, the Assyrtans, the Egyp- 
tians, and last the Persians (Arabs) 
divided the equator in twelve equal 
houses, and called them Meridian Houses. 
This first Meridian house has no relation 
to the Ascendant and indicates the ances- 
tors, members of the family, marriage, 
art, instrumental art, and the native’s own 
marriages. This is the only house divi- 
sion that always checks in symbolical 
directions with the true solar arc, but re- 
member, it always has to do with the “I”. 

The Sun stands for the body, what we 
see, the appearance, the build, health con- 
ditions, and the body’s' experience while 
on this Earth. Bodily characteristics, male 
person, and the Sun indicates the day, 
whereas the Moon indicates the hour and 
informs about female persons, the func- 
tioning of the brains, people, and the 
mind.

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BIRTH

I received my copy of the May 1951 
AA Magazine this morning and as usual 
started reading the “Many Things” 
column. 

The “What is Birth” question inter- 
ested me for the reason that I state 
below. 

My daughter, living in San Diego, 
California, gave birth to her 4th child, 
(boy) on Saturday, Mar. 3, 1951, at 
6:20 A.M., PST. The baby died on Tues- 
day, Mar. 6, 1951. I do not yet know the 
time since when I last heard from her 
they hadn’t given her this information. 


She feels that had she been allowed. 


to give birth without the injection into 
her spine which they call a “saddle bloc” 
that the baby might have lived. They gave 
her this because they were so rushed at 
the hospital and needed time to catch up. 
She states the doctor informed her that 
this particular type of injection into the 
spinal column, they liked to use, because 
it blocked the pain and the patient re- 
frained from pushing the baby out as 
the contractions became longer and 
harder. She believes they ue it to slow 
one down a bit and is convinced that in 
her words “this is what fouled me up.” 
She states that if she had proceeded with- 
out the “saddle bloc,” she would have 
delivered faster and possibly could have 
saved her baby and is inclined to the 
opinion that they anesthetized her in 
order to “catch their breaths.” She was 
so sleepy and tired that as so6n as the 
injection took hold, which it did in about 
one minute, she went to sleep. As soon 
as she lay down after the injection she 
could feel her legs and toes get very 
warm, then there was no sensation at 
all from the waist down. She felt as tho 
she was petrified. 

_ When the baby was delivered at 6:20 
it wasn’t breathing and the doctor had to 
work on him for about 10 to 15 minutes 
before he started. They removed some 
mucus from the trachea and the lungs, 
too, which she states is not unusual in 
newborn babies since they all have some 
drainage of mucus. But the doctor had to 
give him artificial respiration and oxygen 
and they put him into an incubator imme- 
diately. Concerning the delivery, it was 
completely without complications, with- 








out instruments, no stitches needed. It 
couldn’t have been cleaner or more per- 
fect. (All her previous ones were the 
same, no instruments needed.) They fi- 
nally decided that he died from anoxemia, 
but she feels that if she had been per- 
mitted to deliver without the injection 
which delayed it for about an hour or 
more as she states “around about 5 a.m. is 
the time the ‘bloc’ was administered,” he 
would have lived. 

According to her feelings in the matter 


« she should have delivered earlier which, 


according to my calculations of the chart 
I erected, would have put the strong 
Aquarius on the Ascendant giving him a 
better chance, even though Saturn was 
opposing Mars-Venus conjunction. My 
son’s fourth child was born on Mar. 7, 
1950 at 4:17 a.m. EST in Baltimore at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital thru induced 
labor 3 weeks ahead of time; Sun in 
Pisces 16 deg. opposed by Saturn 16 
Virgo from 8th and while he had to be 
placed in an incubator and was kept at 
the hospital until Mar. 30, he is a normal,

there to perfect himself in the study of 
astrogomy. When Christ died, he is said

Returning to Athens, he became one of 
the senators of the Areopagus, disputed 
with the Apostle Paul, but by him was 
converted into the Christian faith, Acts 
XVII.

Links Human Emotions 
To Changes of Moon 

Pinehurst, N. C. (UP)—The next 
time you hear the old wives’ tale that the 
moon can drive you mad, don’t laugh. 
There may be some truth in it. 

A Duke University psychiatrist, Dr. 
Leonard J. Ravitz, told the North Caro- 
lina Medical Assn. Thursday that his 
studies seem to show an electrical connec- 
tion between the moon’s changes and 
human moods and emotions. 

Ravitz reached his conclusion after 
measuring the electrical “potential” of 
people and noting their behavior patterns 
in relation to the readings. He found that 
peak readings coincided with the full and 
new moons. He also found that peaks in 
emotional disturbances came at the same 
time. 

The psychiatrist began his research 
under Dr. Harold S. Burr at Yale. He 
continued his studies at Duke last year 
and recorded experiments with some 51 
Duke students and patients. 

“Despite complex individual variations,” 
he told the agsociation, “there appeared in 
all subjects considerable, potential increases 
every 14-17 days, occurring at approximately 
the time of the full and new moons—usually 
preceding or following the lunar day by 24 
to 72 hours.” 

Ravitz said there appeared to be a 
relationship between the high readings 
in his subjects and a general unrest and 
disturbance on the psychiatric wards in 
Duke Hospital. 

The subjects were more normal and 
less disturbed when their electrical read- 
ings were low, he said. The high readings 
always seemed to match the full or new 
moon phases. 

Ravitz divided his subjeets into three 
groups—the severely maladjusted, mod- 
erately maladjusted and reasonably well- 
adjusted. The severely maladjusted 
showed the highest readings, he reported, 
while the well-adjusted had the lowest.

I have read with interest your in- 
triguing article by Farleigh Easton in the 
April issue of American Astrology. 

I believe that the subject of your article 
contributed to astrological articles in the 
now defunct magazine “Coming Events.”

RECTIFICATION BY MACULATION 
By Monkton Farleigh 

Although the difficulty of determining 
the correct ascendant of a person whose 
birth-time is unknown is just as vexatious 
as ever, despite modern researches in the 
fields of degree influences, house divi- 
sion, rates of progression, etc., one of the 
old aids in the finding of the rising de- 
gree seems to have fallen into disuse, or, 
at least, never appears in the pages of 
the astrological periodicals and textbooks 
of today This is regrettable, for from 
some of the results it has given in the 
past it deserves more attention than has 
been bestowed upon it of late. 

The method referred to makes use of 
the clues afforded by the positions of 
moles or other birthmarks on the native’s 
person, and a case is known to the writer 
in which an old West Country astrologer 
was able to state the known birthtime of 
a young man from an inspection of the 
various moles on different parts of his 
body. The old astrologer probably had 
more data to go upon in this respect than 
the writer has ever seen in print, and 
may even have framed definite rules 
based on his own practical experience. Be 
that as it may, the following paragraphs 
were culled many years ago from a very 
old astrological publication, and are now 
laid before the present generation of 
students in the hope that not only will 
they prove of assistance, but will be 
found of sufficient interest to encourage 
further research on these lines. 

“The part of the body governed by the 
rising sign at birth will be found to have 
a mole or mark upon it. 

“The sign the lord of the ascendant is 


in will produce a mole upon the part 


which it governs, as also will the sign on 
the cusp of the 6th, the sign containing 
the lord of the 6th, and the sign contain- 
ing the Moon. 

“Tf Mars, Saturn or Uranus are in 
aspect with either of these lords or the 
Moon, the signs they are in will have the 
same effect. 

“If the sign or plant which produces 
the mole is positive, the mark will be on 
the right side of the body; if negative, 
on the left. 
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“If the early part of a sign occupies 
the cusps mentioned or contains the 
planets, the mark will be on the upper 
parts of the member governed; if the 
second decanate, the middle; if the end 
of the sign, .the lower parts. 

“Should the signs or planets concerned 
be above the earth the mole resulting 
will be on the front of the person; if 
under the earth, at the back. 

“The Sun produces a mole of an olive 
or chestnut colour; the Moon, of a 
whitish appearance; Mercury, lead col- 
our; Venus, yellow; Mars in a fiery sign, 
the mark will resemble a scar or cut, in 
the others, a red fiery colour; Jupiter, 
purple or bluish, and Saturn, black or 
very dark.” 

No reference is made to moles, asso- 
ciated with fixed stars, but as from the 
descriptions in Simmonite’s “Arcana” of 
the forms produced by the signs it seems 
clear the old astrologers gave due con- 
sideration to the effects of the fixed stars 
on the appearance, it is possible the 
West Country astrologer mentioned may 
have discovered amongst other things that 
specific birthmarks are found when cer- 
tain stars are exactly on the angular 
cusps or in close conjunction with the 
luminaries. 

The writer would be pleased to re- 
ceive particulars of peculiar naevi (with 
full birth-data) known to readers, and if 
sufficient cases are forthcoming a tabula- 
tion could be given in a later issue of 
the Quarterly. Incidentally, the rule con- 
cerning the cusp of the 6th might be of 
some assistance in solving the housing 
problem !

Foundation of Democracy 

The question of landmarks, or turning 
points in U. S. history, involves not only 
physical landmarks, such as_ historic 
buildings, but more abstract principles, 
or ideas, ideals and motivation. The dis- 
covery of the mainland by Ponce de 
Leon, in quest of a “Fountain of Youth,” 
perhaps involved also*an instinctive de- 
sire for adventure. Unknowingly, he 
found his “Fountain,” for he opened a 
rich wilderness that provided a happy out- 
let for the primitive drives of man. But

with the arrival of the Pilgrim Fathers in 
Massachusetts in 1620 we find a new 
landmark or idea—the ideal of a demo- 


cratic government in which the individual’ 


bows to the will of the majority. With 
the signing of the Mayflower Compact, 
on board the historic ship, November 11, 
1620, the New World became the trying 
ground of an experiment often tried in 
the Old World—that of self-government. 
The tourist will find in Plymouth, Mass, 
beside the Plymouth Roek and _ historic 
sites and burial places, and in Province- 
town, many reminders of an idea that 
finally worked—to the echo of Lexing- 
ton, Concord and Bunker Hill. For the 
American concept of Liberty is based in 
part on the principles of self-government, 
and many of the Pilgrims died for that 
idea—within sight of historic Plymouth 
Rock. 
The Pilgrims Had No Economists 
to Defend Socialist Planning* 

Next Tuesday, November twenty-first, 
is the 330th anniversary of the signing 
of the Mayflower Compact, the first in- 
digenous charter of self-government set 
up in America. In the cabin of the May- 
flower at anchor off Cape Cod in the 
winter of 1620 the Pilgrims bound them- 
selves “together in a civil body politic, 
for our better ordering and preservation” 
and agreed to abide by such “just and 
equal laws, ordinances, acts, constitutions 
and offices . . . as shall be thought most 
meet and convenient for the general good 
of the colony.” 

The first arrangements at Plymouth 
Plantation did not all work out happily. 
The new settlers adopted a communal 
form of agriculture under which colonists 
labored under supervision for the com- 
mon stores. 

The results were disappointing and, as 
it is told in Governor Bradford’s History 
of the Plymouth Plantation, “they begane 
to thinke how they might raise as much 
corne as they could, and obtaine a beter 
crop than they had done, that they might 
not still thus languish in miserie. At 
length, after much debate of things, the 
Govr (with ye advise of the cheefest 
amongest them) gave way that they 
should set corne every man for his owne 
perticular, and in that regard trust to

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themselves: in all other things to goe on 
in ye generall way as before. And so as- 
signed to every family a parcell of land, 
according to the proportion of their num- 
ber for that end. ... This had very good 
success: for it made all hands very in- 
dustrious, so as much much corne was 
planted than other waise would have been 
by any means ye Govr or any other could 
use, and saved him a great deall of 
trouble, and gave farr better contente. 
The women went willingly into ye field, 
and tooke their litle-ons with them to set 
corne, which before would aledg weak- 
ness and inabilitie; whom to have com- 
pelled would have been thought great 
tiranie and oppression.” 

This is one of the few times in re- 
corded history that an experiment in 
communism has been abandoned peace- 
fully and without bloodshed or violent 
revolution. The practical men of Ply- 
mouth Plantation simply noted that col- 
lective agriculture wasn’t producing the 
goods ; so they gave up collective agricul- 
ture. Perhaps the most interesting obser- 
vation of all is made in the next-to-the- 
last sentence in the above quotation. By 
returning to free-enterprise agriculture 
the government was “saved a great deall 
of trouble” —presumably the necessity for 
forcing the colonists to work harder. At 
the same time the new system encouraged 
individuals to put their backs into it and 
even to set their wives and children to 
work—because the shame of compulsion 
had been eliminated and every man was 
permitted to profit from his own efforts. 


There is little essential difference in 
the issue three centuries later, but there 
is a great difference in the way the issue 
is presented. We-have managed to de- 
velop economists and leftish apologists 
who have a great deal to say about how 
collective systems work in theory, but 
seldom inform us how they work in prac- 
tice. Had the early Pilgrims in Massa- 
chusetts been cursed with such experts, 
they would have been told that ‘“corne” 
production was increasing under collec- 
tivism and that, if they were hungry, the 
fault was that of some profiteering mo- 
nopoly, and that anyway, individual farm- 
ing was “unfair” to people with sore 
backs. But the leaders of the plantation 
were literal-minded enough to believe 
theit own eyes, and honest enough to act 
on what they saw.

TEMPERATURE GUIDE 
1951 


The Summer Quarter: Releases of 
accumulated heat from the earth tend 
to keep up the general trend toward 
normal or above temperatures thru much 
of this period. Venus and Mercury how- 
ever drop rapidly toward the equator, 
preceding the Sun, which implies a trend 
toward lower than average, but this is 
mildly offset by Mars following the Sun 
south, the general effects being about a fair 
average of summer weather. Plenty of rain 
and thunder storms usually come under 
these opposing forces and tendencies. 

July: The first week will probably see 
the peak heat of the year for length as 
well as height. A noticeable drop is due 
around the 10th for a day or two when 
the Moon makes three Saturn aspects. 
Around the 18th the Moon will be at its 
low south cool position, but at its most 


reflective phase, the latter not very strong 
when so low south. A return to above 
normal probable in the last few days of 
the month, when the Moon will be at high 
north and Mars parallels Uranus and 
Pluto. A good month in general for all 
crops, except thru excessive rains, 

August: The first week will see a mod- 
erately warm spell, but the month asa 
whole not more than an average summer 
month, as Venus and Mercury reach low 
paints and Pluto is at about its farthest 
distance from the earth and the Moon 
goes to its low south point, all occurring 
in the 2nd week, after which a rise in 
temperature is likely in the last week of 
the month. 

September: The first few days will 
probably be cooler than average for the 
period, continuing over into the second, 
the peak of the month for warmth occur- 
ring in the third week, but changing to 
marked coolness mostly in the last week. 
Such changes invariably denote marked 
equinoxial storms and high winds. Most 
crops will be well on the way to safe 
maturity, altho there may be light frosts 
in northern areas in the 2nd week.

Writing in the May 1951 issue of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, Aldo La- 


this is not the only or main reason why 
I picked the value that I have done. 
Furthermore to the best of my knowledge 
I am the only astrologer who has spe- 
cifically given 29° as a value. Therefore 
I consider it misrepresentation of my 
position, which has been published else- 
where within the past year in unsigned 
articles, to say that the reason for the 
29° value is purely due to a particular 
interpretation of history. The main basis

is astronomical, though as several of us 
see it, especially Mr. Rudhyar and my- 
self, historical factors also support this 
same value. It is unfortunate that most 
astrologers are so unacquainted with mod- 
ern astronomy as not to know that the 
Sidereai Zodiac has a very simple, logical, 
natural, and above all, NONARBI- 
TRARY, basis for a twelvefold division. 

The crossing of the plane of the terres- 
trial Equator with the Ecliptic yields a 
Cross, formed by the line of Nodes, or 
Equinoxes, and by the Solstices at right 
angles to them. This, as we all know, is 
the backbone and basis of the Tropical 
Zodiac. In an exactly analogous manner 
the Mean Plane of our Local Group of 
Galaxies (Supercluster) so crosses the 
Ecliptic as to create a similar Cross at 
the beginning of the Cardinal Constella- 
tions, i.e., crossing at about 29° of the 
Signs Cancer and Capricorn. Just as we 
are enclosed within the enormous group of 
17 Local Galaxies to which our Galaxy 
belongs so are we enclosed by, but do not 
belong to, the small Ursa Major or Big 
Dipper Cluster, which contains at least 
69 stars from the latest study. The mean 
plane of this highly flattened “extended 
moving cluster” crosses the Ecliptic close 
to the Pleiades, i.e., at the beginning of 
the Constellations of Taurus and Scorpio. 
This nodical arm and the one at right 
angles to it thus makes the Cross of the 
Fixed Constellations. 

To these two static Crosses is added a 
third dynamic one. Due to the Sun’s mo- 
tion with respect to the stars of the Local 
System, it is moving toward 0° of the 
Sign Capricorn and towards a point about 
54° North of the Ecliptic. Due to its mo- 
tion with respect to the stars of our 
Milky Way Galaxy it is moving at high 
velocity towards about 29° Pisces and 
towards a point about 61° North of the 
Ecliptic. This is the Cross of the Mutable 
Constellations. Note its duality, so much 
in keeping with the traditional duality of 
the Mutable Constellations. It is dynamic 
or “mutable,” since over a very long 
period both of these points or apices of 
the Sun’s Local and Galactic motions will 
rotate backward, i.e., since the Sun is 
moving slowly RETROGRADE about 
the center of the Galaxy and about the 
centroid of the Local System (the latter

according to the distinguished French 
astronomer Henri Mineur). 

Thus the four super-systems within 
which our little Solar System is included 
together produce the three Great Crosses 
which divide the plane of the Solar Sys- 
tem into 12 nearly equal divisions. Since 
none of. this is arbitrary but exists “in 
the nature of things” and due to actual 
cosmic order and structure we here have 
a simple solid basis for the Sidereal Zo- 
diac, one which is not a matter of opinion, 
Furthermore, as already pointed out, sey- 
eral astrologers from their study of his- 
tory have reached values which are nearly 
the same so that this Sidereal Zodiac does 
not contradict historical evidence. I sug- 
gest that more consideration should be 
given to the evidence for the above basis 
for a Sidereal Zodiac and less to what 
the ancients may have believed at some 
time in history since they may have all 
agreed at a given time and also have been 
wrong. Will the mere fact that modern 
man agreed to use the Greenwich merid- 
ian satisfy our ancestors a few millennia 
hence that this of itself gave some non- 
human and profound meaning to that 
Meridian? It may have such additional 
significance but the scientists who picked 
it were not aware of it; it is merely 
arbitrary as far as they are concerned.

For an illustration let us take the birth 
data given in the previous article—4h. 
29m. p.m., M.S.T., 16th December 1949, 
40° N. lat., 104931’ W. long. If using 
the American Astrology Ephemeris the 
time given must be converted to E.S.T., 
namely 6h.29m. p.m., and as that ephe- 
meris is computed for Oh. E.S.T. the 
zero-date (for progressions) will fall 
earlier in the year than the birthday in 
the proportions of 18h.29m. to 24h.00m. 

The problem to be solved may be ex- 
pressed as 365% days X 18h.29m. and 

24h.00m. 

once again we can turn to our old friends 
the Tables of Diurnal Proportional Loga- 
rithms for help. If the 365% days are re- 
garded as minutes they can be repre- 
sented as 6°05%4’ and dealt with as 
follows : — 
To the DPE. of 6 OHS . «2500 5958 
Add the D.P.L. of 18h. 29m. ....... 1134 


Answer the D.P.L. of 4° 41’ ......... .7092 

The answer in minutes is 281’, and so 
the zero-date is 281 days before the birth- 
day, on 10th March 1949. As to find this 
date involves counting back through the 
months, the following method may be 
preferred. 

This makes use of the fact that in the 
course of a year the equal increments of 
sidereal time passing over the meridian 
at Oh. from day to day add up to prac- 
tically 24 hours. On 16th December 1949 
the sidereal time on the M.C. in 75° W. 
long. at Oh. E.S.T. is 5h.38m.02s., and 
on 16th December 1948 it is 5h.38m.59s.,

so that subtracting 18h.29m. from the 
former should give a close approximation 
to the sidereal time at Oh. on the zero- 
date, namely 11h.09m.02s. The nearest 
tabulation in the ephemeris is 11h.10m. 
10s., on 10th March 1949, the date found 
by the previous method. 













Lest the purists should frown on these 
proceedings it should be pointed out that 
it is not quite correct to take the sidereal 
time at Oh. on 16th December 1949 
as our Starting point, for the birth did 
not occur then, but 18h.29m. later. As 
the daily increment is 3m.56%4s. we must 
add to the sidereal time at Oh. the pro- 
portional increase for 18h.29m., namely 
3m02s., resulting in 5h.41m.04s., and sub- 
tracting 18h.29m. from this gives 11h. 
12m.04s. as the sidereal time for the zero- 
date. Again this falls on 10th March 
1949 (just missing March 11th). 


When using regressions the zero-date 
will fall after the birthday, and accord- 
ingly Oh. on 16th December 1949 corre- 
sponds to two zero-dates, namely 10th 
March 1949 for the progressions and 
24th September 1950 for the regressions 
(the latter being found,by the more ac- 
curate method last described). 


To compute the progressions for the 
45th year we must add 45 days to 16th 
December 1949, bringing us to 30th 
January 1950, on which date the positions 
at Oh. correspond to 10th March 1994, 
and from the ephemeris we find the Sun’s 
longitude to be Aquarius 9°45’ and its 
right ascension 312911’. 
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If we are using Solar-day Directions the 
progressed M.C. can readily be obtained 
by adding to the Sun’s R.A. the difference 
between the R.A. of the radical Sun and 
that of the radical M.C. (68°47’), re- 
sulting in 20°58’, equivalent to Aries 
22°40’. As it happens, however, these po- 
sitions are not quite correct for March 
10th owing to the difference between true 
solar and mean solar (or clock) time. The 
ephemeris is computed for the latter, so 
that when Solar-day Directions are being 
used the equation of time on the birthday 
should first be applied to find the true 
solar time of birth (18h.33m.11s. in this 
case, as given in the previous article), 
and again on the day of the progress to 
convert the true solar time back to mean. 
At Oh. on the latter date (January 30th) 
the Sun is 13m.18s. slow, making the 
equivalent clock time 18h.46m.29s., a dif- 
ference of 17m.29s. from that at birth, 
which throws the zero-date four days 
earlier, namely March 6th. So slight a 
correction is, however, hardly worth 
troubling with, for at its maximum it 
can be no more than a week, and then 
only in the case of octagenarians born at 
a certain period of the year. 

Coming now to Solisequious Directions, 
the radical difference in longitude between 
the Sun and the M.C. (66°15’) should 
be added to the sign position of the Sun 
on 30th January 1950 to obtain the 
longitude of the progressed midheaven, 
resulting in Aries 16°00’. Here again the 
zero-date is not March 10th, but in this 
particular case falls two days later. 

In the case of Siderostatic Directions 
the longitude of the progressed M.C. is 
also Aries 16°00’, but as the timing of 
these directions is extended at the rate of 
one day per year, the zero-date will fall 
45 days later than March 10th, and ac- 
cordingly 30th January 1950 will corre- 
spond to 24th April 1994. 

There should be no need to give ex- 
amples of noon-date calculations, nor of 
regressions, for the principles of working 
are exactly the same.

In ancient mythology, Pluto was known 
as the God of the “Nether Regions’ —the 
Realms of the Dead — a strange, dour, 
implacable deity of whom Homer spoke, 
“That grisly God who never spares, 
shows no mercy, hears no prayers.” 


This God of the “Under World,” 
reigning in silent majesty amid the crags 
and canyons of his dark domain, and his 
planetary counterpart wending its solitary 
way through the great darkness of outer 
space, both aptly symbolize the quiet, self 
reliant, cool, relentless Scorpio temper- 
ament. 


In thus speaking of Scorpio we will 
have little difficulty in realizing that we 
also are giving a fairly accurate word 
picture of the Jewish racial temperament, 
particularly the Jews of the old school, 
the orthodox Jews who faithfully adhere 
to the traditions of their forefathers, the 
patriarchs who worshipped at the altar of 
a deity who was wise and just, but un- 
relenting against those who dared to 
transgress his laws.

Tue July lunation (2:40 a.m., L.M.T., 
July 4, 1951, Washington, D.C.) falls on 
this Country’s 175th birthday. In the light 
of coming events—star-casting their 
shadows before them—this could be a 
RE-BIRTHday chart for a “new nation,” 
to be “brought forth on this continent” 
out of the wallow of things that the pro- 
geny of “our fathers” silently but surely 
licensed through the 175 softening years 
since 1776. 

Last month, you will remember, I 
stated that from the astrologer’s view- 
point, it was fascinating to watch the 
star-story unreel: the plot was thicken- 
ing; it was like following the action of a 
well worked-out serial. With the “I-me- 
and-my” point of view of the “little 
man,” I can’t but wonder, too, “what 
now!” But in the words of the immortal 
Shakespeare, I take upon myself the mys- 
tery of things, as if / were one of God’s 
spies, and interpret according to astrol- 
ogy the stormy star-patterns now falling 
across the face of this Nation as I see 
them. 

The July installment of our star-serial 
might be titled The Mystery of It, All, 
criss-crossed and confused as are the 
paths pursued by our leaders, the dramatis 
personae. To review a little: in May the 
heavy pressure came through the Faurus

sixth house—services, the services—tre- 
lating to the affairs of many. Under the 
June lunation, the scene shifted dramat- 
ically from the sixth to the Gemini tenth 
—from the many to the relatively few— 
the executive branch of the Nation. The 
people’s problems—no less pressing than 
the month before—were overshadowed 
by continued investigations, exposes and 
scandals at top level. Now comes the 
Cancer lunation, in the second house, 
where we shall find the spotlight centered 
on the Country’s whole financial struc- 
ture: income, outlays, investments, for- 
eign and domestic loans, etc. What sce- 
narist could devise a more dramatic se- 
quence to hold attention and build to a 
crisis for the culminating cycle: the 
people — patient, plodding, stubborn 
(Taurus); then the ruling group — 
breezy, and mentally agile (Gemini) ; 
and now, the lunation in Cancer in the 
second, (conjunct the 1776 Sun) ruling 
the National wealth, and a whole world 
clamoring for it . . . by fair means or 
foul. 

Taking the July lunation by itself, it is 
unique that, for those who use the 
Gemini rising chart for the U.S.A., as I 
do, it *so closely repeats the Country’s 
birthscope. Both have a Gemini ascendant 
and Aquarius midheaven; the lunation

Moon falls on the 1776 Sun, and Mars 
and Uranus are again in conjunction, but 
in different signs. In 1776 they were in 
Gemini; now they are in Cancer. Dove- 
tailing so closely the original positions, it 
presages the recollection (Cancer: “sur- 
rounding-ness,” “turning-inwardness”’ ) 
of those purposes and plans of “our 
fathers” in “bringing forth . . . a new 
nation, conceived in liberty . . .” The 
price they paid, under the planetary po- 
sitions then, was high, but the rewards 
we've enjoyed since have been _inesti- 
mable. Now, with the return of The 
Taskmaster (Uranus, in Cancer) we are 
again being tested to determine whether 
or not we will keep our priceless heritage. 

The Cardinal T Cross, accented by the 
vacant 8th house, with Capricorn on both 
cusps, is in position for action! When 
that vacuum is filled, the situation will be 
an explosive one, very dangerous while 
it lasts. But it will spend its force rather 
quickly. 

Without the threatening conjunctions 
of the 1776 U.S.A., and oppositions of 
the Great Mutation chart of 1842, we 
could still expect to hear a great deal this 
month concerning the stock market (and 
taxes); local and international banking 
(and taxes); income (and taxes); com- 
merce, trade (and taxes); provisions, 
necessities (and “luxury” taxes) ; luxur- 
ies (and really “elegant” taxes)! (Food 
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stuffs, which have been exempted from 
taxation in most states, could now join the 
Nation’s taxables.) But, with these inter- 
locking aspects, taxes, the stock market 
—and much, much more—may be pro- 
jected into unfavorable prominence with 
Uranian suddenness, by the lunation’s 
Cardinal Cross. (Neptune and Saturn in 
Libra; Sun-Moon and Uranus in Cancer; 
Jupiter in Aries) in conjunction with the 
second house Cancer planets (Venus, 
Jupiter, Sun) of the 1776 U.S.A. chart. 
The results from these culminating as- 
pects—because of the slow motion of the 
ponderous planets—will be with us until 
April 1952. 

It is difficult to write objectively about 
this planetary setup. The Uranian cycle 
recurs approximately every 83-84 years 
and brings grave challenges when it 
comes. And when it involves a country’s 
basic charts—as it does for this Nation 
now—it brings history-making changes. 

General MacArthur 

This lunation, as already mentioned, 
interlocks with the Great Mutation chart 
of 1842, with ITS Cardinal Squares: 
Neptune in Aries, Moon in Cancer, 
Venus in Capricorn. That General Mac- 
Arthur is a “man of destiny” is attested 
by his Aquarian Sun’s conjunction with 
the Aquarian Sun of the 1842 chart, op- 
posing the transiting Uranus, and squar- 
ing the conjoined Jupiter-Saturn. These 
are the aspects that hoisted him, over- 
night, into the world spotlight in such a 
startling manner, touched off as they 
were by Taurus transits in his own chart 
and the April lunation in Aries, which 
conjoined his Aries’ Saturn. Anent this 
dramatic event, which has so deeply af- 
fected the Nation, and the two men who 
spearheaded the climactic, Bob Considine, 
columnist and radio commentator, re- 
marked in his broadcast of April 15th, 

that both General MacArthur and Presi- 
dent Truman have “the guts of a lion.” 
I called to mind their horoscopes : General 
MacArthur has Leo on the midheaven— 
he’s the regal one; to him, the remark 
well might apply. President Truman, 
however, has Neptune-Sun in Taurus, 
with Cancer on the midheaven. They per- 
haps have, and may continue to resist 
each other implacably ; but the resistance

is not fiery and Leonine. . . but Taurean 
(you know your symbology) and of the 
earth, and about the Earth. (To those of 
us who believe in reincarnation, it seems 
likely these two men are mot old friends. 


. But neither are they strangers to each 


other. 

The triple involvement, or “meshing” 
of the three charts (July lunation, USA- 
1776 Chart and the Great Mutation 
Chart), will set off events of, staggering 
import to this Country. The Mutation’s 
Jupiter-Saturn, both exactly 8° 54” of 
Capricorn (moving over the empty Capri- 
corn eighth house of the lunation chart), 
opposed to the lunation’s Uranus (9° 48” 
of Cancer) and Sun-Moon (11° 32” of 
Cancer) are in conjunctive orb of the 
Cancer planets (Venus, Jupiter, Sun) of 
the 1776 chart.‘I have taken such pains 
to give these exact positions because it is 
from this set of interlocking aspects teat 
HISTORY WILL BE MADE IN 
THIS NATION DURING THE COM- 
ING TWO YEARS. 


The split brought on by President 
Truman’s peremptory removal of General 
MacArthur April 11th (this is written

April 20th), and the triumphal welcome 
given him across the Country, and in 
Congress, upon his return, may be the 
spark that arouses the Nation against the 
dangerous drift in our affairs away from 
basic American principles and _ ideals. 
The concentrated planetary pressures, 
loosed through the 2nd house—and all 
that this house symbolizes—-may leave us 
no choice but to shake off “entangling 
alliances ;” may force a re-examination 
of our international involvements; com- 
pel us to reapprise our obligations to our 
people . . . “that this nation, under God, 
shall (again) have a new birth of free- 
dom . . .”—freedom from the hampering 
foreign entanglements that have become 
a deterrent to the free exercise of our 
National prerogatives. THE COSMOS 
HAS COME TO THE END OF TEM- 
PORIZING, and we shall, too, . . . be- 
cause we’ve no choice, now. “The thing” 
that astrologers have long “greatly 
feared” under Uranus has come upon us. 
But Uranus also restores . . . but not until 
after we clean out our stables. It never 
tears down that it doesn’t build up again 
afterwards. Those who have kept the 
faith will be stronger after this crisis 
has passed. We are never born out of 
our time and therefore it behooves us 
to accept our destiny and welcome the 
opportunity of being counted on the side 
of The Great Awakener. 

Of course, the at-present unidentifiable 
“thing” doesn’t absorb all the attention 
during the twenty-eight days of the July 
lunation—life goes on—but everything 
else pales into insignificance by com- 
parison, and I find it difficult to re- focus 
my attention on the * ‘fine print.” But here 
it 1S: 

A Restless Populace 

With Gemini on the ascendant, the 
people of the nation are restless, uncer- 
tain, disturbed and voluble. Mars, alone, 
in the first house, is not so bad, but “in 
cusp” with Uranus in the second: uncer- 
tainty over financial security mounts. The 
demands of Congress for more taxes in- 
censes the small taxpayer and are resisted 
strenuously by Big Business. Uranus in 
conjunction with Mars denotes rashness. 
Emotional hysteria almost certainly will 
be. widespread. On the constructive side, 
some of the vast sums raised through 
taxation will probably be spent for home 
defense; more home-building projects 
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could be initiated by Government for 
veterans at this time, too. 

As noted previously, the lunation Sun- 
Moon is on the 1776 Sun. This could lead 
to radical changes in our mode of living 
and financial structure. They should not 
be achieved, however, before many ob- 
stacles have been overcome. Congress 
may try to hold down expenditures, but 
the size of the appropriations requested 
to finance the next phase of “the war” 
will probably bring heavy selling and 
force the market down sharply. 

Oil and mining companies are seeking 
to open up new production in Arabia. 
Eventually, however, we may lose all our 
investments in that country. More of our 
own oil fields may be tapped to replace 
this loss; curtailment of gas and oil for 
civilians may be near. Jupiter represents 
American investors; Saturn the ancient 
land and the old world order. There may 
be religious clashes — Mohammedan 
against Christian. The issue of oil is 
secondary, but it affords Arabia a talking- 
point while she stalls for time. IF she 
sells out to Russia now the Third World 
War will have begun before we know of it. 
The Middle East is really the hotspot in 
our foreign affairs this month. 

The New Moon falls very close to the 
July 1945 Eclipse, which swept The U.S.- 
Canadian border at that time. We may 
find ourselves joining with Canada in 
building a common defense along our 
great, unprotected boundary; and some 
definite action could be undertaken now 
on the long-discussed St. Lawrence River 
Waterway to the Atlantic. Continued cold 
and a late season along our northern 
borders and on into @nada may destroy 
farm crops. Venus in the 4th, in a sum- 
mer lunation, brings heavy rains at the 
wrong time of the year; and near the 
fixed star, Regulus: too much heat fol- 
lows, and produce is burned up and 
infested. 

Jupiter in the 11th (Legislation): It 
would appear that Republicans try to 
avert heavier taxation, and try to pro- 
long the life of the Crime Commission, 
but with little success. Jupiter opposing 
Neptune, 11th to 5th: public concern 
over continued narcotic exposes. Kidnap- 
ings and mysterious deaths of persons 
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prominent in business and the theatre are 
indicated. The movies suffer from wu- 
pleasant publicity, the summer slump, and 
continued inroads by television. Scandals 
in the oil industry: attempts seem to be 
made to prevent the opening of new 
fields, and to meet with the disapproval 
of the large oil producers. The nation’s 
educational system is under revision dur- 
ing the vacation period. Present methods 
of examining young men for military 
fitness is under fire. The National crime 
investigations have directed attention to 
the laxity of State law enforcement. The 
United States, as a nation, is now under 
New age rays, and States’ Rights under 
the Constitution may be seriously studied 
towards an eventual overhauling. There 
may be further discussions about State- 
hood for Alaska and Hawaii at this time. 
Some outstanding individual may 
either disappear or commit suicide be- 
cause of losses by gambling in the stock 
market or the misuse of public funds, 
Could be someone closely associated with 
the Government. Many crimes against 
young and old are indicated with Saturn 
and Neptune both in the fifth house. 
The present upward price spiral will 
be halted, with Uranus so close to the 
Sun of the U.S.A. basic chart. One of 
the possible monetary changes to occur in 
the immediate period may be the devalu- 
ation of the dollar. All term-financing will 
very likely be re-written, and future 


term-buying will be on a very different’ 


basis than at present. Artificial parity 
price adjustments will go. “War” and its 
unnatural “prosperity” notwithstanding, 
the approaching planetary positions will 
bring an end to the “pump-priming” era. 
A study of the major depression cycles 
shows that it is always the planets 
Jupiter, Neptune, Uranus and Saturn, in 
Cardinal Squares, that bring on the big 
slumps. 

You perhaps have noticed in reading 
this analysis of July affairs for this Na- 
tion that I’ve strung some of my thoughts 
on fragments of Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
Address. From my years in astrology, | 
know that we are heading into perhaps 
the most serious times that we—in our 
lifespan—shall experience. I had to lean 
heavily on some strong soul who'd gone 
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through its likes before—someone whose 
spirit I could trust—before I felt equal 
to the task of writing on this serious con- 
figuration. The July lunation ushers in 
the third return of the Uranian cycle to 
this Nation. The first brought the Ameri- 
can Revolution; the second, the Civil 
War. In working with the inspiring lines 
of Lincoln’s great speech, I discovered 
something I wonder if anyone else ever 
noticed. 

The Civil War had been in progress 
for about three years when Lincoln went 
to Gettysburg to make that famous ad- 
dress, and his opening : “Four score and 
seven years ago” is the unconscious literary 
recapitulation of the first Uranian cycle 
in the life of his young nation. Four 
score and seven is 87, The Civil War be- 
gan in 1860. Gettysburg address was de- 
livered November 19, 1863. Uranian 
cycle: 83-84 years. A re-reading of the 
Address reveals its Uranian character, 
and the line, “Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war, testing whether that na- 
tion, or any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated can long endure,” is the de- 
spairing cry of a Great Uranian over the 
blindness of his brothers. 


“Four score and seven years” before, 
in 1776, another paper was indited on 
this continent that was to become one of 
the great human documents of all time: 
the Declaration of Independence. It, too, 
was genuine Uranian outpouring, written 
under great soul-stress. The generations 
between the revolution and the Civil War, 
between the Civil War and the present, 
haven’t lived up, too well, to these great 
documents, and I can’t but wonder, as I 
said in the beginning, “what now?” 
What will the months ahead hold for this 
Nation, in sacrifice, and agony of spirit, 
before another great Uranian declaration 
is wrung, by suffering, from the heart of 
America ? 


South America 


Mexico: The lunation for Mexico City 
indicates that while things financial for 
the United States may be at sixes and 
sevens, July holds continued prosperity 
for our sister below the border. Many 
of our people now are making invest- 
ments in Mexico. These will probably 
prove only temporarily profitable to such 
investors, inasmuch as any monetary dis- 





turbance here eventually involves the 
economy of those other nations depend- 
eut upon this Nation for so much of their 
commerce. Mexico’s Mercury is close to 
the Mercury of our Independence chart. 
Much pleasure travel by our citizens to 
Mexico during this month. Motion pic- 
ture companies making films may be 
there at this time. With afflictions to her 
5th house, a famous entertainer or mata- 
dor may be killed. Labor disputes are a 
probability. There appears to be coopera- 
tion between the law _ enforcement 
branches of the two nations at this time 
in an effort to track down narcotic smug- 
glers.

Dear Miss Campbell Starr: 

I have never written to anyone before 
to help solve my problem. But I do feel 1 
have one and since I know planets influ- 
ence our lives you may be able to help me. 

I was born July 15, 1907. My wife was 
born Jan. 22, 1908. We were married on 
Nov. 28, 1928, about midway from our re- 
spective birth places. Though our mar- 
riage was childless I have never given up 
hope it could produce a blossom of un- 
dying love.

I do not understand the 
meaning of all these positions but it does 
seems such strong affinity indicates we are 
soul mates. 

Yet our marriage has not been smooth; 
in fact, it has been devastating to me at 
times. My wife taunts me about the suc- 
cess of others, accuses me of being a 
screwball because I take a keen interest 
in astrology and philosophy. I enjoy bi- 
ographies of successful people and have 
accumulated quite a library on a good 
many subjects which have helped mé be- 
come a better citizen as well as more 
successful. 

Logic and reason seem to avail me 
nothing and my suggestion that she seek 
out the solution as I did, with the aid of 
my library to acquire patience and under- 
standing, are refused. We separated once 
five years. ago for about two-and-one-half 
years. After she had used up all her sav- 
ings and became mildly alcoholic, she

ANSWER: It appears that your wife’s 
Uranus, stimulating as it does your Mars 
conjunct Uranus in Capricorn, squared 
by her Mars in Aries, opposition your 
Venus and Neptune in Cancer, which latter 
planets are also conjunct he: Neptune, is 
the astrological factor responsible for 
much of the misunderstanding and dis- 
turbances between you. Her Jupiter falls 
on your Mercury in Leo, which in itself 
is an optimism engendering aspect, but 
in your case it opposes your wife’s Sun- 
Mercury conjunction in Aquarius. Inci- 
dentally, the latter is a contact that 
“knows all the answers.” No matter how 
many times the Sun-conjunction-Mercury 
in Aquarius native may change his mind, 
currently he’s “right,” and the other fel- 
low “wrong,” to hear him say it. And 
does that Mercury love to “dispute the 
passage !’” 

You both have Saturn in Pisces and 
Pluto in Gemini, intensifying the force 
of these two “heavy” planets. Also, you 
both have Moon in Virgo, showing you 
could work along the same lines, in some 
respects at least. However, the critical, 
analytical faculty would be pronounced in 
both your natures, probably too much so 
for tranquillity, due to the Moon’s oppo- 
sition to Saturn in both charts, by signs 
at least. 

It would be necessary to know your 
hour of birth, to know in which depart- 
ments or houses your planets fall in your 
respective charts, to determine specifically 
the congeniality of your marriage status. 
However, in marriage, as in all human 
relationships, compromise and readjust- 
ment are required, and it is not necessary 
that a wife embrace her husband’s ideas 
on philosophy, astrology, etc. In fact, a 
balance may be necessary in some in- 
stances to keep the husband more “down 
to earth,” as it were, and I would not 


consider this difference of opinion suffi- 
cient to merit a separation. In fact, it is 
against our policies to suggest a separation 
or divorce, except of course in extreme 
cases, of cruelty, etc. 

As for your question, “Are we really 
meant for each other?” as we have re- 
peatedly stated in this department, when 
the time comes for marriage, a certain 
type of person will be attracted, but it 
does not necessarily imply that one out of 
all others is meant to fill this specific 
pattern.

Doing Things at the Proper Time 

As the harvest season has started for 
most all of us gardeners and farmers, 
the processing of food should be done at 
the proper time. 

Spoilage-Fermentation: Spoilage of 
canned goods is usually caused by fer- 
mentation. Vegetables, fruits or meat 
should be processed as soon as possible 
when harvested or when animals are 
slaughtered. Home grown fruit or vege- 
tables are less apt to spoil when quickly 
processed after gathering. 

Fermentation is less likely to occur in 
foods which have been Lunar planted and 
canned after the Full Moon and Last 
Quarter, as this time is considered best 
for canning, making preserves, pickles, 
sauerkraut, corned-beef, preserving eggs 
or salting pork and smoking meat. 


Going Fishing 

If you wish to fish this July, your 
vacation should be planned to include the 
dates of July Ist to 7th and 26th to 31st. 
It is a well known fact that fish are most 
active at Last Quarter and New Moon 
periods. 

If and when the barometer is falling 
and a storm is on its way, fish seem to 
know and refuse to take the bait. 

The best fishing dates, weather permit- 
ting, are July Ist to 7th and 26th to 31st 
inclusive. The good dates are July 8th, 
Oth, 10th, 11th, 12th, 13th, 23rd, 24th and 
25th. The low average dates are July 14th 
to July 22nd. 


Planting Dates 


Crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root 
formation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, 
corn, oats, sweetpeas and marigolds, 


should be planted when the Moon is New 
or in First Quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil and grow from a bulb formation, 
such as beet, carrot, potato, turnip, tulip 
and gladiolus, should be planted when the 
Moon in Full or in the Last Quarter. 

Plant in the Last Quarter only if 
necessary, as it is not considered a good 
time to plant. 

Never plant when the soil is bone dry 
if you wish to Lunar Plant as there must 
be moisture in the soil to start germina- 
tion. 

Time given is Eastern Standard Time 
as listed in American Astrology Ephe- 


emeris and Aspectarian. For Daylight 


Savings Time add one hour. 

Last Quarter, when the Moon is in 
Cancer, July 3rd: a fair time to plant. 

New Moon, when the Moon is in 
Cancer, July 4th and up to 4:02 P.M. 
July 5th: a good time to plant. 

Foliowing the New Moon, when the 
Moon is in Libra, July 10th after 1:04 
P.M. and July 11th: a good time to plant 
flowers and a fair time to plant vege- 
tables. 

First Quarter, when the Moon is in 
Libra, July 12th up to 7:19 P.M.: a good 
time to plant flowers and a fair time to 
plant vegetables.
